SOLDIERS from across the 
county have been honoured 
for their dedication and brav¬ 
ery on the battlefield. 

. Seven members of Kent’s county 
^ regiment The Princess of Wales’ 
** Royal Regiment (PWRR) were 
included on the British Armed 
Forces’ latest Operational Awards 
List, while a further 11 from the 
Folkestone-based Queen’s Gurkha 
Rifles were also recognised. 

Among the recipients was 
32-year-old Acting Warrant 
Officer Class 2 John Lester, who 
was decorated with the Queen’s 
Gallantry Medal for his part in 
a two-day bomb disposal exer¬ 
cise earlier this year in 
Afghanistan. 

A/W02 Lester serves with 
the 11th Explosive Ordnance 
Disposal Regiment, which is based 
at Shorncliffe Barracks in 
Folkestone. 

His role in the January operation,

which took place in the south of Gereshk 
in Helmand Province, involved him suc¬ 
cessfully defusing more than 20 impro¬ 
vised explosive devices (IEDs) planted by 
the Taliban to stop the Afghan National 
Army setting up checkpoints in the area. 

A/WO Lester told Kent on Sunday: 
“The Afghan Army is moving towards 
being in complete control out there so 
there were a lot of eyes on us, but the 
pressure is relative. 

Threat 

“No amount of pressure will lead me to 
put myself or my colleagues at unneces¬ 
sary risk. It was certainly a very different 
operation to what I’m used to, but it was 
all part of my job. 

“IEDs pose a very significant threat to 
us out in Afghanistan, but we are dealing 
with them in the best possible way. 

“What gets put in the media is often the 
negative aspect of when things go wrong 
with them, but there are also a lot of suc¬ 


cessful operations people don’t normally 
get to hear about. 

“It was veiy nice to be recognised with 
the Queen’s Gallantry Medal though, and 
it certainly brought a smile to my face. 

“It’s always good for to people to recog¬ 
nise the sacrifices we are making, even if 
it’s just through a handshake or a letter.” 

Introduced in 1974, the Queen’s 
Gallantry Medal recognises acts of brav¬ 
ery of a slightly lower level than that 
required for the George Cross and the 
George Medal. 

This week the honour was also bestowed 
upon Warrant Officer Class 2 Colin Grant, 
38, who is also based at Shorncliffe. 

W02 Grant, who this week helped 
defuse a 6001b bomb on the Northern 
Irish border, was recognised for tackling 
more than 60 IEDs during a six-month 
tour of Afghanistan. 

W02 Grant said: “It’s hard to describe 
the feeling. You never expect to be recog¬ 
nised in this way but it is very rewarding 
and I’m thrilled. 

“It’s really recognition of the work of all

‘Bloodgate’ doctor could 
face a GMC investigation

A DOCTOR caught up in 
rugby’s ‘bloodgate’ scan¬ 
dal could yet be investi¬ 
gated by the General 
Medical Council. 

The regulatory body confirmed 
this week that it had contacted 
the European Rugby Cup and 
requested information about 
Wendy Chapman’s role in the 
controversy, which has sent 
shockwaves through the game 
and damaged its reputation. 

Dr Chapman, who is employed 
as an A&E consultant at 
Maidstone Hospital, is alleged to 
have used a scalpel to deliberate¬ 
ly cut Harlequins player Tom 
Williams’ mouth after he faked a 
blood injury in a match earlier 
this year.

A GMC spokesman said: ‘We 
can confirm that we have sought 
information from the ERC in 
relation to Dr Wendy Chapman. 

“I cannot say if that will lead to 
an investigation or not.” 

The original ERC hearing into 
the incident cleared the 46-year- 
old of misconduct, although the 
board has since reserved the right 


to take further action against her 
following claims made by 
Williams that he was cut by her 
at his request. 

The GMC has the power to 
strike Dr Chapman, from 
Sevenoaks, off the doctors’ regis¬ 
ter and remove her right to prac¬ 
tice medicine. She could also face 
disciplinary action from the 
Rugby Football Union, depending 
on the findings of the ERC. 

In light of the development, a 
spokesman for Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust 
would not disclose whether or not 
Dr Chapman was actively work¬ 
ing at the hospital. However, he 
did confirm she was still 
employed there. 

The so-called bloodgate scandal 
relates to Harlequins’ Heineken 
Cup clash with the Irish side 
Leinster on April 12, when 
Williams broke a blood capsule in 
his mouth in order that his team 
could make a tactical substitution. 


It has resulted in a four-month 
ban for the winger, as well as a 
three-year suspension for former 
director of rugby Dean Richards 
and a two-year suspension for 
physiotherapist Steph Brennan. 

Williams told the ERC panel 
during his successful appeal 
against a one-year ban that he 
asked Dr Chapman to cut his lip 
when Leinster’s club doctor 
became suspicious about the sup¬ 
posed injury. 

He said: ‘Wendy was initially 
too gentle, and needed to try 
again to open a cut. There was no 
need for stitches as it was a clean 
cut. 

“She did not want to hurt me at 
all and she was clearly uncom¬ 
fortable at opening a cut on my 
lip. 

‘We both acted in the heat of 
the moment.” 

The Medical Defence Union, 
which is representing Dr 
Chapman, declined to comment.

Shoppers must beware 
internet fraud dangers 


ONLINE criminals have 
attempted to steal almost £5 mil¬ 
lion of goods from Kent’s internet 
shoppers over the last year, 

writes Steve Knight. 

In the 12 months leading up to August, 
there were just under 16,000 ‘bad transac¬ 
tions’ identified across the county by fraud 
analysers. The majority of frauds take place 
when criminals use cardholders’ details to 
order goods from websites, but the figures 
also include items ordered over the phone 
and by mail order. 

According to the figures, the most at-risk 
region by far is the DA18 (Erith Marshes 
and Thamesmead) postcode area of Bexley, 
where more than a quarter of 13,953 trans¬ 
actions were fraudulent. This amounted to 
more than £750,000. 

Sophisticated 

The shockingly high figure places the area 
10th in a league table of the most fraudulent 
locations in the UK, compiled by fraud pre¬ 
vention service The 3rd Man. Company 
director Andrew Goodwill told Kent on 
Sunday he expected online crime to grow at 
the same pace as internet shopping does. 

He said: “Our records show that last year 
shoppers spent £46 billion nationally in 
‘card not present’ transactions, which is good 
news because it shows people have confi¬ 
dence in buying goods online. 

“But wherever the marketplace grows 
then so too will fraud because the internet is 
an easy place to commit crimes. That’s not to 
say it’s not a safe place to shop, but people 
have to do it responsibly. 

“People who commit online fraud are often 
very sophisticated and clever. I wouldn’t say

we struggle to keep up with them, but we do 
struggle to keep in front of them.” 

In terms of the total amount targeted by 
fraudsters in Kent, the DA8 postcode area 
(Erith, Northumberland Heath and Slade 
Green) tops the list at £825,919, although 
that was only 5.63 per cent of the cash that 
changed hands. 

Next is DA18, followed by DA17 
(Belvedere and Lessneath Heath in Bexley) 
at £340,227 (5.29 per cent). 

The most at-risk areas outside of Bexley 
were both in the Medway towns, with resi¬ 


dents in Chatham and Strood having 
£180,680 (1.31 per cent) and £215,323 (one 
per cent) targeted respectively. 

However, a large number of locations had 
fewer than 10 bad transactions in a year, 
with the ME 9 area of Sittingboume having 
just two, at a combined cost of £217. 

Mr Goodwill said: “We carried out this 
study to set a benchmark for ourselves 
because the only other fraud figures out 
there come from the banks and do not 
include attempted frauds. 

‘We don’t know how many of the bad 
transactions went through successfully but I 
would suggest at least 50 per cent. All we 
can do is provide retailers with the informa¬ 
tion. It’s up to them what they do with it. 

Security 

“Most big companies are fine and know 
how to protect their customers, but there are 
still lots of smaller firms that haven’t start¬ 
ed trading online yet.” 

According to Kent Police, the internet is 
unlikely to be the source of‘card not present’ 
fraud. The force’s website states: “The inter¬ 
net is very safe to use if you take the right 
precautions.” 

Det Insp Mark Fairhurst, of the serious 
economic crime unit, said: “As shopping 
online has become more common so has 
fraud, so it’s important to warn internet 
users of the dangers. 

“Stick to main brands when buying goods 
and always check for the security icon when 
typing in your bank details. If a deal looks 
too good to be true, it probably is. If you’re in 
any doubt, don’t go ahead with the transac¬ 
tion. Being warned of the dangers should 
ensure people can use internet shopping 
without becoming victims of crime.” 


Biggs and bomber 
release comments 
by MP ‘offensive’ 

MICHAEL Howard MP has been labelled 
“extremely offensive” for suggesting the prison 
releases of Ronnie Biggs and the Lockerbie 
bomber were connected. 

The former Tory leader, who represents 
Folkestone and Hythe, wrote to Justice 
Secretary Jack Straw after train robber Biggs 
and Libyan Abdelbaset Ali al-Megrahi were 
freed on compassionate grounds. 

He wrote that Mr Straw’s decision to over¬ 
turn an original ruling that Biggs should not 
be freed made it appear he changed his mind 
when he learned the Scottish government was 
about to release al-Megrahi. 

However, a spokesman told the BBC: 
“Megrahi was released by the Scottish execu¬ 
tive. That was their decision and their decision 
alone. 

“There is no connection at all between the 
two cases. The suggestions being made by Mr 
Howard are ridiculous, entirely without foun¬ 
dation and extremely offensive.”

Has willow tit gone for good? 




THE changing face of Kent’s countryside 
could be to blame for the disappearance of a 
once common garden bird. 

Ornithologists believe the willow tit, pic¬ 
tured above, may have died out in the county 
due to a lack of nesting sites and competition 
from other breeds. 

The 55th annual Kent Bird Report, pub¬ 
lished this week, revealed for the first time 
ever there were no records of the bird. 

Brendan Ryan, vice-chairman of the Kent 
Ornithological Society, said: “Thirty years ago 
I’d see them all the time, but I’ve not seen one 
since the early 1990s. 

“Once a species is gone, it’s gone for ever. 
They rarely come back. It’s a sign of the 
increasing pressures on habitat. The coun¬ 


tryside is being tidied up and all those little 
bits of rough ground that were ideal for 
wildlife aren’t there any more. 

“There’ll be other birds going the same way. 
Breeds that were once very common are now 
scarce. It’s a national problem.” 

Mr Ryan listed the wryneck and the red- 
backed shrike as other once-common birds 
that have also died out in Kent, and warned 
that the spotted flycatcher and yellow wag¬ 
tail might soon follow. 

He said: “The level of decline is phenome¬ 
nal, but Kent is also attracting new breeds 
too, so it’s not all bad news. Our latest report 
recorded the first sighting of a zitting cistico- 
la, which is spreading from southern Europe 
and seems destined to colonise the county.”

A RETIRED Gurkha soldier is hoping Joanna 
Lumley s visit to Nepal will help boost tourism in 
the poverty-stricken country writes Steve Knight. 

Folkestone town councillor Dhan Gurung, who served in the 
British Army for almost 20 years, said he hoped the star’s much-pub¬ 
licised trip would serve as an advert for holidays in his home nation. 

The 42-year-old was among the group who joined Ms Lumley on 
her tour of Nepal last month, to mark the Gurkha Justice 
Campaign’s successful attempt to alter UK immigration policy for 
retired Gurkha soldiers. 

He said: “The visit has been a huge help in 
promoting Nepal around the world. Every 
day of the trip was covered by the interna¬ 
tional media and I’m hoping people will 
start to holiday there more as a result. 

Eight of the 10 highest mountains in the 
world are in Nepal and it really is a beauti¬ 
ful country. There’s so much to see and do. 

“However, it’s also one of the poorest coun¬ 
tries in the world and the political system is 
not strong enough to make a change. 

Everything is dependant on tourism and 
without it people would find it difficult to 
survive.” 

Every year the Nepalese embassy holds a 
fair in London promoting the tourism, 



investment, cultural and trade opportuni¬ 
ties available in the South Asian nation. 

However, last Saturday the event left the 
capital for the first time and was instead 
held at Hawkinge community hall, after a 
suggestion by Cllr Gurung. 

Among those attending were Nepalese 
ambassador Murari Raj Sharma, and 
Folkestone’s Gurkha community leader 
Gopal Giri. 

Cllr Gurung said: “The embassy’s main 
goal is to attract 100,000 UK tourists a year 
by 2011. A survey showed the majority of 
people who go there on holiday are from 


Kent, due to its Gurkha connections, so I was 
very proud to host the first Nepal fair ever 
held outside of London. 

“We used it to show some of the culture of the 
country, which has thousands of tribes and 
more than 350 languages. There was singing, 
dancing and playing of instruments and every¬ 
body was happy to take part. The ambassador 
was particularly pleased.” 

Meanwhile, Cllr Gurung plans to do his bit 
for Nepal’s tourism industry by leading a 
group of 50 on holiday there after 2012.

A HEADTEACHER has defended her deci¬ 
sion to go ahead with the slaughter of the 
school sheep, despite protests from parents 
and children. 

Andrea Charman of Lydd Primary School 
said pupils were given the opportunity to 
decide the fate of Marcus the sheep: to be 
either kept as a pet, or sold for meat to raise 
funds. 

But despite voting in favour of the latter, 
many pupils have gone home tearful and 
upset at the ram’s fate and protesting par¬ 
ents met at the school gates on Friday. 

One parent, Jo Davis, told reporters her 
daughter had been traumatised by the 
decision. 

She said: “This would the same as my 
daughter coming home to find her pet rabbit 
bubbling away on the stove in a stew. 

“My daughter was told it was no different 
to buying lamb from the supermarket. I real¬ 
ly don’t think this is the same thing.” 

Ms Charman said: “Early in June, the chil¬ 
dren of Lydd Primary School, which is part of 
a traditional, working, rural community, dis¬ 


cussed whether to keep a Wether lamb, one 
of three bought for the children to rear. 

“Since the Wether lamb arrived it has 
always been made clear - in a tactful and fac¬ 
tual way - that lambs are meat. 

“The children have had a range of opportu¬ 
nities to discuss this issue, both in terms of 
the food cycle and the ethical aspect. 

“Children from years two and above were 
given the opportunity to choose what hap¬ 
pened to the lamb. 

“It was made clear it could be kept as a pet, 
or sold to go for meat to raise money for the 
school farm to buy more animals. 

“It was discussed in school council. Each 
class had the opportunity to discuss it.” 

She said the children then “voted over¬ 
whelmingly” for Marcus to be sent to the 
abattoir and until the media interest began 
the school had received no complaints from 
parents. 

Since news broke of Marcus’s fate, Ms 
Charman said she has received many mes¬ 
sages of support, including from other par¬ 
ents and schools with farms. 
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Land released 
at science park 

A MAJOR extension to Kent Science Park has 
been rubber-stamped by borough councillors 
in a bid to attract more hi-tech industry to 
Swale. 

An extra four hectares is being released to 
encourage expansion at the park, on the out¬ 
skirts of Sittingboume. It is hoped the £20 mil¬ 
lion investment will create up to 500 jobs.

KENT has become a food hotspot 
with all the ingredients for top- 
notch cuisine, judging by the 
county’s performance in The Good 
Food Guide 2010. 

The renowned publication, released this 
week, features six new county restaurants, 
with some even top of the tables. 

One chef was even deemed “inspirational” 
by the guide’s editor, as the number of new 
entries making it into the food bible doubled 
from last year. 

The Sportsman at Whitstable was named 
as one of the UK’s top 50 restaurants, the 
only Kent entry to have made it onto the 
prestigious list this year. And it was a double 
delight for the Seasalter eatery, as head chef 
Stephen Harris scooped the best chef award. 

Readers and inspectors called him “bril¬ 
liant” and “idiosyncratic”. 

Mr Harris said: “I’m very happy - and also 
slightly embarrassed. It’s a team effort, I’m 
just the gobby one in the front who gets all 
the credit. But it’s great and I’m still a bit 
shocked. The Good Food Guide is one of the 
top guides, it’s very highly regarded. 

“My achievement is one thing, but for the 
restaurant to be in the top 50 is so flattering. 

“This is my hobby and my career that hap¬ 
pened to mix together. I’m really lucky I get 
to do something I love so much.” 

He said the secret of his success was a com¬ 
bination of good teamwork, obsessive perfec¬ 
tionism and serving good food in a relaxed 


atmosphere. He said: “When I became a chef 
in 1995, the best restaurants were all posh, 
you had to wear a suit and there were lots of 
waiters and napkins. 

‘What we’ve done is to offer the best food in 
the country in a pub, where English people 
relax. We’re serving food that would cost 
£100 a head in London. 

“But here you can turn up in a pair of 
jeans, have a beer if you don’t want wine and 
not worry about what cutlery to use.” 

There was more good news elsewhere in 
Kent. The Mulberry Tree at Boughton 
Monchelsea, near Maidstone, was named 
Restaurant of the Year for the South East. 

The restaurant, in the capable hands of 
head chef Alan Irwin, offers a true taste of 
Kent, from local pigeon breast and Romney 
Marsh lamb, to Whitstable sole and 
Tenterden veal. 

Even desserts are a combination of county 
foods, such as the Kentish strawberry and 
summer berry cocktail and Kent cheese 


board. Owner Karen Williams said winning 
the title within two years of opening was a 
great achievement. 

‘We try to offer the best value food, locally 
sourced. If we can, we buy everything from 
within the county,” she said. “That’s how 
we’ve built our reputation.” 

Alongside The Mulberry Tree were five 
more new entries for Kent, bringing the total 
featured in the guide to 30. 

They include The Marquis at Alkham; The 
Three Chimneys, Biddenden; The Allotment, 
Dover; Age and Sons, Ramsgate; and Richard 
Phillips at Chapel Down, Smallhythe. 

The Allotment is the first Dover town cen¬ 
tre restaurant to appear in the guide and 
proprietor Dave Flynn was delighted. 

“From day one it has been an ambition to 
get The Allotment into The Good Food Guide 
and to have achieved this in just over two 
years is excellent news,” he said. 

“It’s huge recognition of the dedication and 
professionalism shown by my staff and it’s 


thanks to them and the positive response 
and continued support we receive from our 
regular, local and visiting clientele, that we 
are in the guide.” 

Some of this support comes in the way of 
allotment produce brought in by residents. 

The restaurant is descibed in the guide as 
“an absolute gem of a find” offering “the best 
food in Dover”. It also receives a special men¬ 
tion in the foreword. 

Elizabeth Carter, editor of The Good Food 
Guide, who lives near Canterbury, said: “Kent 
seems to be something of a foodie hotspot 
these days with more and more first-class 
restaurants and pubs opening each year. 

“Particular acknowledgment this year goes 
to Stephen Harris at The Sportsman for 
gaining such a prestigious award and for 
being an inspiration for many chefs in Kent.” 

• The Bull Inn at Benenden has been crowned 
Freehouse Pub of the Year in the Great British Pub 
Awards 2009. It was also named best pub in the 
South East. It is run by licensees Mark Reid and 
Lucy Bligh. The judges said: “They have trans¬ 
formed the Bull Inn since buying it five years ago. 
From an underperforming and underused pub, it 
has been turned into a thriving business and a 
valued hub of the community.” 

• The Bull in Horton Kirby, near Dartford, has won 
the 2009 Kent Camra Pub of the Year Award. 
Garrett Phipps and Lynne Prentice took over 
the Bull in May, 2005, with no previous experi¬ 
ence in the pub trade. A spokesman for the 
Campaign for Real Ale said: “Their commit¬ 
ment to good quality and varied real ales, good 
food and strong community spirit will put 
them in good stead to win the national award.”

Keeping kids posted 

CHILDREN from the autism unit at a 
Tonbridge school helped launch a new kids’ 
club that will make it simple for young people 
to create and send cards. 

The Fluppeteers’ Club, part of a new service 
called Fluppet, means children can create and 
send real cards on their computers in their 
own homes. 

Creator of www.fluppet.com, Peter Bolton, 
said: “We thought it would be great to make it 
as easy as possible for kids to create and send 
cards to parents and relatives. It’s much safer 
than children wandering round the shops.” 

The website allows parents to purchase cred¬ 
its so children can make and send cards until 
the credit runs out. 

As part of the launch, each child at Cage 
Green Primary School’s autism unit - which is 
supported by Parents of Autistic Centre in 
Tonbridge (PACT) - received £5 credit. 

To send one card, including postage, costs as 
little as £1.99 with 5p going to whichever of 
Fluppet’s three chosen charities - Pact, Build 
Africa and World in Need - the sender picks. 

Rare minibeast find 

A RARE species has been discovered during a 
Tunbridge Wells Museum minibeast safari. 

Among other unusual 
creatures, youngsters 
found a scarce beaked 
hoverfly. 

The insect was found 
for the first time in 
grassland off Reynolds 
Lane. The bug, with its long snout for probing 
flowers, is on the national list of rare and 
endangered species. 

Other unusual finds were the giant cranefly 
and the wasp nest beetle, which has feathery 
antennae and pointed wing-cases. 


THE first of three academies 
planned for Medway has opened 
as the Government announced its 
flagship education programme 
was entering a new phase. 

Strood Academy, which is sponsored by the 
University for the Creative Arts (UCA), is 
part of Labour’s multi-million-pound acade¬ 
my programme and was among 67 opening 
for the new school term. 

The co-educational secondary school spe¬ 
cialises in maths, business and enterprise 
and replaces two comprehensives - Chapter 
School and Temple School. 

Ed Balls, the Schools Secretary, this week 
said academies were the biggest wave of new 
schools since the Victorian era, with 200 
already open and another 200 planned. 

Principal Richard Hart said: “I’m proud to 
have been appointed to work with both UCA 
and Medway Council to lead Strood 
Academy. It will build on the achievements 
of Temple and Chapter schools to provide 
outstanding opportunities for young people.” 

A £30 million building to house the acade¬ 
my is planned for September, 2012. 

Academies are all-abilities state-funded 
schools, which are established and managed 
by private sponsors such as universities, 
businesses and faith communities.

There are 10 academies in Kent, and two - 
Skinners’ Kent in Tunbridge Wells, and The 
Isle of Sheppey Academy in Sheemess - 
opened on September 1. 

Consultation is under way for an academy 
in Sevenoaks to replace Bradboume and 
Wildemesse schools. In Medway, the Bishop 
of Rochester Academy and Gillingham 
Academy open in September 2010. 

The academies programme has been con¬ 
troversial, with teachers’ groups questioning 
their benefits and the disruption caused by 
merging and re-branding schools. 

Disciplined 

On Monday, Mr Balls was joined by Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown to announce the 
Government was scrapping the £2 million 
entry fee new sponsors had to provide to run 
academies. 

There would also be a new vetting system 
for potential sponsors. He said it would lead 
to further expansion of the scheme. 

“Academies are now moving into a new 
phase,” Mr Balls said. “We’re ahead of 
schedule with no shortage of sponsors com¬ 
ing forward.” 

But teaching unions have pointed to the fact 


that there is no evidence academies do better 
or worse that other schools, and question 
whether companies can know more about run¬ 
ning schools that local education authorities. 

Strood Academy, which has places for 240 
pupils, is being co-sponsored by Medway 
Council. Mr Hart, who worked for seven 
years as head of the Thomas Aveling School 
in Rochester, which was judged ‘outstanding’ 
by Ofsted, said: “My belief is all young people 
have potential and respond best in a safe, 
well ordered and disciplined environment. 

“My key focus will be to ensure teaching 
and learning has the highest priority in the 
academy and that students study the mix of 
courses and qualifications that are most 
appropriate to their needs and aspirations.” 

TV presenter and entrepreneur Loyd 
Grossman, who is also chairman of the board 
of governors at UCA, will officially open the 
academy on Thursday, October 1. 

Dianne Taylor, pro vice-chancellor and 
executive head at UCA and a member of the 
Strood Academy governing board, said: 
“UCA students and pupils of both Chapter 
and Temple schools have had the opportuni¬ 
ty to contribute to the vision for the new 
academy. We believe the academy will be a 
very positive influence in the community.”

Regeneration agreement aiming to cut region’s red tape 


Teamwork 
praised by 
minister

COMMUNITIES Secretary John 
Denham was on hand to launch a 
new project aimed at speeding up 
regeneration in north Kent. 

The Multi Area Agreement (MAA) was 
signed to enable the local authorities of 
Dartford, Gravesham, Swale and the 
Thames Gateway to cut red tape and work 
more closely to deliver change. 

Mr Denham told Kent on Sunday the 
scheme - which will focus primarily on hous¬ 
ing, skills and employment - was important 
to bring the north of the county into line 
with the rest of the South East. 

He said: “If you go to almost any part of the 
country that 20 years ago was heavily based 
on industry, you end up with a workforce 
that doesn’t have the skills you need today. 

“North Kent has huge potential due to 
how close it is to London and the rail links 
with the capital - and it’s important that 
potential is realised. 

“Even during the recession, the South 
East is one of the wealthiest regions in the

world. People in north Kent who do not have 
access to high earnings do not enjoy the 
same quality of life as those living very close 
to them and we want that to change.” 

The MAA - a version of which is also being 
utilised in Mr Denham’s Southampton con¬ 
stituency - has set targets for the region to 
achieve by 2014. These include increasing 
the number of people qualified to at least 
NVQ level two by more than 44,000, and 
reducing by at least 20 per cent the gap 
between north Kent and the rest of the 
South East in terms of numbers on the dole. 

Impressed 

Also on the agenda are plans to deliver 
15,000 new homes and reduce carbon emis¬ 
sions by about 17 per cent. 

Mr Denham said: “It’s a way of making sure 
things change over the next 10 to 15 years. We 
can do that by making sure we create the jobs, 


support them with investment and public 
transport and build the homes people need. 

“The benefit of the MAA is that previously 
you would have had four local authorities 
negotiating with 12 or 15 different bodies 
and nobody gets anywhere. Now the councils 
are working together and cutting the 
bureaucracy. It also means the taxpayers are 
more likely to get better value for money.” 

Mr Denham was among those who signed 
the agreement at The Bridge housing devel¬ 
opment in Dartford on Wednesday. 

During his visit he saw the town’s 
Fastrack bus system and also met pupils 
and teachers at the new Dartford Bridge 
Community Primary School. 

Mr Denham said: “I was impressed by the 
housing estate. It reminded me a lot of the 
docklands development in Amsterdam. 

‘Abu could also see the care that has gone 
into the creation of the school. That proves we 
can deliver projects of a really high quality.” 


MORE people are jumping on the bus to travel 
in Kent. An extra 3.5 million passengers were 
carried on buses over the last year, raising the 
total to 55.2 million journeys, according to the 
latest figures from Kent County Council. 

Bus passenger journeys have risen every 
year since 2005-06, by 6.5 per cent, 6.38 per 
cent and now 6.77 per cent, from 55.2 million 
journeys in 2007-08. 

County Hall says two factors contributed to 
last year’s increase. About 30 per cent of jour¬ 
neys were made by concessionary pass holders 
- pensioners, passengers with disabilities and 
their companions, and the Freedom Pass for 
young people accounted for three million jour¬ 
neys, five per cent of the total. Supported bus 
services carried nine per cent more passengers 
than the previous year. 

Cabinet member for highways Cllr Nick 
Chard said: “The more people use public trans¬ 
port, the greater our prospects of reducing con¬ 
gestion and cutting emissions.”

Fraud jail warning 

A MAN is facing jail after cheating £57,000 
out of the benefits system. Antony Hearson, 
40, of Elgar Close, Tonbridge, pleaded guilty at 
Maidstone Crown Court to two counts of dis¬ 
honestly obtaining benefits. 

Hearson received a £25,000 payment from 
his former employer soon after he started to 
receive benefits. He also received a £95,000 
gift from his father. In addition, Hearson car¬ 
ried out work for three agencies despite claim¬ 
ing he was incapable of working. 

The case was adjourned to September 30 for 
probation reports, but Judge O’Mahony told 
him: “With the amount in question, prepare for 
a custodial sentence.”

Grappler Nigel 
poised to join 
American elite 

A WRESTLER from Kent has agreed to 
join the company that made global 
celebrities out of Hulk Hogan and The 
Rock. 

Nigel McGuinness, 33, who grew up in 
Staplehurst and attended Maidstone 
Grammar School, has made such a name 
for himself on the American independent 
circuit that he has been offered a con¬ 
tract by World Wrestling Entertainment 
(WWE). 

The deal has the potential to make a 
millionaire of McGuinness, who was last 
year ranked third best in the world by 
Power Slam magazine. McGuinness, who 
keeps his real name secret, told a nation¬ 
al newspaper he was “not 100 per cent on 
board yet”. He added: 
“I still have to dot 
some i’s and cross 
some t’s, but it’s look¬ 
ing positive. It’s been 
a long time coming - 
10 years since I start¬ 
ed training and about 
18 since I sat in 
Wembley Stadium 
and said I was going 
to become a pro 
wrestler. Still, I don’t want to tempt fate 
until it’s all signed, sealed and delivered.” 

McGuinness - who made a cameo 
appearance in the Mickey Rourke film 
The Wrestler - became hooked watching 
the likes of Big Daddy and Giant 
Haystacks in the 
1980s. He trained at a 
wrestling school in the 
USA before returning 
to England and is now 
regarded as one of the 
most promising stars 
in the business. 

Until recently he 
was the champion of 
America’s number 
three promotion Ring 
of Honor (ROH), which acts as an unoffi¬ 
cial feeder for WWE. 

ROH owner Cary Silkin said: “Nigel 
has been a tremendous leader and is a 
wonderful performer. His merits, both in 
and out of the ring, are extraordinary, 
and any locker room with Nigel 
McGuinness in it is better for it. 

'We couldn’t be happier for Nigel as he 
takes the next step in his career and we 
extend our heartfelt gratitude for all he’s 
worked for and through.” 

Formerly known as the World 
Wrestling Federation (WWF), WWE is a 
hugely profitable company. 

Meanwhile, fellow Kent grappler Doug 
Williams, from Sevenoaks, is also finding 
success with Total Non-stop Action 
(TNA) in the USA. The 37-year-old is 
part of the company’s top tag team, 
British Invasion.

Campaigners’ fury at 
‘absurd’ airport delay 


THE controversial decision over 
whether to expand Lydd Airport 
has been delayed again, in a 
decision branded “absurd” by anti¬ 
expansion campaigners, writes 
Rachel McAthy. 

A planning meeting set for September 24 
was cancelled this week at the request of new 
airport managing director Jonathan Gordon, 

who said he needed more time to _ 

look over the paperwork. 

But a campaign group against 
the expansion said it neither 
“believes nor supports” this expla¬ 
nation. Officials say the meeting 
will take place early next year - 
meaning a delay of up to six 
months. 

Shepway council said it had 
agreed to change the date, but 
there would be no further delays. 

“Mr Gordon took up the role on 
September 1,” said Alistair 
Stewart, Shepway council’s chief 
executive. “I appreciate his posi¬ 
tion and have agreed to resched¬ 
ule the meeting, which will now be held in 
late February or March. 

“A date will be fixed when we have consult¬ 
ed everyone involved. However, I’ve made it 
clear I’m not prepared to change the date 
again. We must reach a position where these 
applications are finally determined.”

This is the fourth delay to the meeting, fol¬ 
lowing requests for more information and 
more time, as well as a date clash with the 
national Liberal Democrat conference. 

Louise Barton, of Lydd Airport Action 
Group (LAAG) said: “Mr Gordon has long 
been associated with Lydd Airport, being 
both a director and shareholder, pre and 
post the acquisition of a controlling interest 
in Lydd Airport by Sheikh Fahad al Athel in 
2001. He is already familiar with most of 
the issues associated with this 
application.” 

The group says the findings of 
council planners and the Habitats 
Directive mean the proposed 
development should be rejected. 

The application, submitted by 
the airport in 2006, proposes a 
444-metre extension to its runway 
and a new terminal. 

According to LAAG, this would 
enable it to increase passenger 
numbers from fewer than 2,000 a 
year to 500,000. 

The RSPB this week said the 
delays have “reached new levels of 
absurdity”. 

Regional director Chris Corrigan 
said: “This is becoming a farce. The airport 
should accept defeat and withdraw their 
plans.” 

But Mr Gordon said: ‘We are grateful for 
the consideration and understanding shown 
by Shepway council in a final deferral of the

In another airport row this week, Kent resi¬ 
dents have intensified their campaign against 
aircraft noise to and from Gatwick.

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Arrests and raids 
in £6m money 
laundering probe 

TWO people from Kent are among 21 arrested 
suspected of being at the centre of a £6 million 
construction industry scam. 

Company bosses are among the 18 men and 
three women picked up on Wednesday morn¬ 
ing around the UK, including one in Bromley 
and another in Beckenham. 

The raids were part of an investigation by HM 
Revenue & Customs. The other arrests were in 
the West Midlands, Staffordshire, and Manches¬ 
ter. All are suspected of conspiracy to cheat the 
public revenue and money laundering offences. 

The plot is believed to have been orchestrat¬ 
ed by organised crime gangs in a bid to steal 
millions of pounds in a complicated conspiracy 
through a version of‘missing trader’ fraud. 

Crime gangs 

Customs said this sees the creation of a con¬ 
trived chain of companies, which claim to sub¬ 
contract labour for the construction industry, 
with the sole intention of disappearing before 
paying the taxes due to the public purse. 

They pocket the money and hijack legitimate 
companies along the way. 

The conspiracy exploits individuals working 
in the construction industry and abuses the 
government scheme that regulates the indus¬ 
try’s tax affairs. It is thought thousands of con¬ 
struction workers may have been robbed of the 
tax and national insurance contributions they 
believe they have paid over the last six years. 

Adrian Farley, assistant director of criminal 
investigation for HMRC, said: “The arrests are 
the result of strenuous efforts by our teams of 
dedicated officers to disrupt the sophisticated 
scams of organised crime gangs.” 

Officials seized £73,000 in cash along with 
bank accounts and computers, Class A drugs 
and other equipment.

TORY hopeful Helen Grant will be joined 
by a convoy of lorries when she pushes a 
buggy 17 miles to protest about maternity 
services being moved from Maidstone 
Hospital. 

Mrs Grant is to push a pram from 
Maidstone Hospital to Pembury Hospital - 
where the unit is to be moved to in 2011 - 
on Sunday, September 27. 

The Conservative parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Maidstone and Weald, hopes her 
walk on Kent’s main roads will highlight 
the risks pregnant women could face if they 
have to travel that extra distance.

She said: “There is no good way of getting 
to Pembury Hospital from Maidstone if you 
are a mother-in-labour, especially if there 
are complications.”

MATERNITY services 
have been under the 
spotlight as NHS trusts 
across Kent strive to 
meet the Government’s 
end-of-year deadline for 
delivering improvements. 

Healthcare professionals found 
out how community and hospital 
services were providing choice for 
mothers-to-be at a Maternity 
Matters conference this week 
held by NHS South East Coast, 
the strategic health authority for 
Kent, Surrey and Sussex. 

After critical reports by the 
Healthcare Commission, the 
Department of Health published 
its Maternity Matters strategy in 
2007, which set out how every 
woman should have choice, access 
and continuity of care in a safe 
service by the end of 2009 

With time running out 
for trusts to improve 
their maternity services, 

Helen O’Dell, who is lead¬ 
ing the improvements to 
maternity services in the 
region, said: “There are a 
few outstanding areas but 
not that many.” 

Mrs O’Dell said any trusts 
that did not meet the tar¬ 
get would be monitored 
by the SHA. 

She said one area 
that needed work 
was mental health A 
services, adding 
that a good ex¬ 
ample of this 
was in Med¬ 
way, where a I 
midwife based 
at the hospital 
specialises in 
mental health. 



Mrs O’Dell praised the number 
of midwife-led birthing centres in 
Kent, with one recently opened at 
Darent Valley Hospital, Dartford, 
and another at the William 
Harvey in Ashford, which saw 
more than 100 births within its 
first few weeks. 

“They are really proving to be a 
popular choice,” she said. “I think, 
like anything, it takes people time 
to build up confidence in services. 

“Women were told for a long 
time that the safest place to give 
birth is a hospital, but now it’s 
coming to light that the evidence 
is not there to support that. 

“Women realise they can make 
that choice and it [a birthing cen¬ 
tre] is a safe choice. It’s proving 
extremely popular.” 

Meanwhile, hundreds of women 
have supported a campaign to 
prevent maternity services being 
downgraded at Maidstone Hosp¬ 
ital. Campaigners made an emo¬ 
tive protest over the plan and 
raised fears it will put mothers’ 
and babies’ lives at risk. 
Under the proposals, 
when Pembury Hospital 
opens in 2011 the con¬ 
sultant-led maternity 
ward will move there, 
along with the spe¬ 
cial care baby unit, 
creating a ‘centre of 
excellence’. Maid¬ 
stone will instead 
have a midwife-led 
birthing centre. 

Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust said: 
“It’s important to 
stress that the maj¬ 
ority of women’s and 
children’s services will 
remain at Maidstone.” 
“Similar centres are 
already working over 
greater distances safe¬ 
ly and successfully 
both locally and 
nationally.” 
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Mrs O’Dell said: “Promoting giv¬ 
ing birth normally is positive. 

“All birthing centres have experi¬ 
enced midwives. It is about early 
detection and arranging a transfer 
before it becomes an emergency.” 

Other examples of good materni¬ 
ty practices in Kent highlighted at 
Tuesday’s conference include ante¬ 
natal classes offered in supermar¬ 



kets, an enterprising method that 
has reduced Caesarean rates in 
Pembury, and improving care for 
teenage mothers in Maidstone. 

Mrs O’Dell added: “It is good to 
take a step back and look at what 
we’ve achieved. 

‘We recognise there is more to go 
but there is some good work and it 
is valuable to share.”

Racism still an issue 


in the county

PREJUDICE still exist in Kent 
and need to be tackled head-on, 
claims the editor of a magazine 
celebrating black and ethnic 
minority communities. 

Mother-of-four Angela Asieba - who was 
bom in England to Jamaican parents - says 
people need to be better educated about the 
contributions made by all members of society, 
regardless of the colour of their skin. 

Her magazine, Nubia, celebrates its first 
anniversary next month, and Mrs Asieba told 
Kent on Sunday she hoped it would continue 
to send a positive message. 

She said: “I live in Rochester and quite 
recently my son, who goes to one of the 
Medway high schools, was pelted by eggs and 
called the ‘n’ word. 

“And not too long ago I accidentally knocked 
into somebody in a local shop and was told to 
go back to the jungle and climb some trees. 

“I’ve heard of other BME (black and minor¬ 
ity ethnic) people with similar experiences to 
mine, so it’s clearly still a problem that needs 
to be addressed.” 

Nubia - named after the African region 
that was home to one of the earliest black 


nubia 


civilisations - is rel¬ 
eased bi-monthly and 
is read by an estimat¬ 
ed 15,000 people 
throughout Kent and 
the Thames Gate¬ 
way region. 

Available online 
as well as in lib¬ 
raries, community 
centres and places 
of worship, the 
magazine focuses 
on education, 
health and busi¬ 
ness issues and 
showcases BME 
people in a pos¬ 
itive light. 

Mrs Asieba, 

44, a former 
teacher, start¬ 
ed writing Nubia on her 
own at home but has since relocated to 
Medway’s new centre for creative business at 
Chatham dockyard. 

She said: “When I was a teacher I experi¬ 
enced some diversity issues and was made to 
feel different by other members of staff. They 
would make flippant remarks that they per¬ 
haps didn’t realise were offensive to people of 
colour and it was a horrible experience. 

“When I left I thought the best way to edu-

cate people would be to start some¬ 
thing for the BME community. 

“You always see negative images 
of people of colour in the media and 
it can have a big effect, especially on 
the way young black boys live. 

“I’m promoting images to show 
there are a lot of BME people who 
have made a positive contribution to 
society, like Kent’s Chief Constable 
Mike Fuller.”

A GRIEVING mother has 
launched a campaign to stamp 
out “parasite” drug dealers who 
played a hand in her daughter’s 
death. 

Angela, 46, and Ian Pett, 49, and their son 
Joe, 23, were left devastated last October 
when 20-year-old Haniska died after taking 
cocaine on a night out. 

The young hairdresser had bought the 
drugs from ‘friends’ who, according to 
Angela, had cut the drug with MDMA - a 
form of ecstasy - amphetamines, and BZP, a 
worming tablet for cows. There was only five 
per cent cocaine found in the powder. 

Angela said: “I know it was Haniska’s 
choice, but these dealers cut it with whatev¬ 
er they can to make more money. 

“They pretend to be your friends, but 
they’re not. The people who sold it to 
Haniska had bought it off dealers who had 
bought it off someone else and they had all 
cut it as it passed down the line. 


FACT FILE 


• Kent Police and local drug and 
alcohol teams are working together to 
tackle drug-related crime and deaths. 

• Kent Police are also working with 
pubs and clubs to tackle the issue. This 
includes using the latest technology to 
detect drugs, and projecting messages 
about the dangers onto buildings. 

• During a recent Tackling Drugs Week 
Kent Police recovered more than 500g 
of cocaine with a street value of around 
£22,000. They also made more than 50 
drug-related arrests, many for dealing. 

• During the action week, 41 schools in 
Kent were visited by police officers who 
warned pupils about the dangers. 

• From 2008-09 our police detected 3,912 
drug offences, of which 644 related to 
the supply and production of drugs. 

• A recent report into drug-related 
deaths in the UK showed that nationally 
nine per cent of more than 2,000 UK 
drug-related deaths were linked to 
cocaine use.

This week, as part of our A Safer Kent series, 
we meet the mother of a woman who died after 
taking what she believed was cocaine, and 
discover how she is trying to stop other people 
suffering the same tragedy. Reporter MARIJKE 
COX speaks to Angela Pett about her daughter’s 
death and the education programme she has launched 



“The big misconception is that people 
think you can’t die from cocaine, but you can 
and my daughter’s death proves that.” 

Angela is now using Haniska to teach oth¬ 
ers not to dabble in what are seen as recre¬ 
ational drugs. She plans to go to schools to 
tell youngsters about the dangers. 

“Children need to be educated about drugs 
from as young at 14,” she said. 

“The police have been brilliant, but I think 
when it comes to going to schools to talk to 
children it would be better coming from 
someone who has experienced what drugs 
can do. I’d tell them that everyone has choic¬ 
es and one of them is life.” 

Angela said she has already been to pubs 
and clubs with police in Gravesend to watch 
them tackle the problem. 

“They have special lights which show up 
cocaine traces and in one girls’ toilet there 
wasn’t a surface without it on,” she said. 

“The police are doing a good job though 
and pubs are really cracking down with 
searches and drop boxes for people to get rid 
of drugs, no questions asked.” 

But she stressed the main problem is that 
taking cocaine is seen as socially acceptable. 

“People think only heroin kills, but coke 
can too,” she said. “The public view of drug- 
users is that they are thieves who steal to 
feed their habit, but with cocaine it’s not like 
that. A lot of young professionals take it and 
in the case of my daughter, she worked hard 
but unfortunately spent her money on it.” 

Angela said she had known about 
Haniska’s drug taking and had warned her 
about the effects. 

She added that the detrimental effect on 
her “beautiful and fun-loving” daughter was 
heartbreaking: “Haniska was extremely car¬ 
ing, loud and funny, but after a heavy week-

AN AWARD-winning ex¬ 
pert from a Kent university 
who travels the developing 
world finding ways to re¬ 
duce pesticide use, is giving 
a free lecture in Medway 

Professor Alan Cork, whose work 
includes tackling man-eating para¬ 
sites in South America, is head of 
the Natural Resources Institute’s 
Agriculture, Health and Environ¬ 
ment Group, which is based at the 
Medway campus of the University 
of Greenwich. 

“The whole focus of the institute is 
to help resource poor farmers,” he 
said. “What we are trying to do is 
identify ways to improve their liveli¬ 
hoods and health.” 

The lecture, In The Farmers’ 
Shadow: Bio-Rational Pest Manage-

ment for International Develop¬ 
ment, will be held at the Pilkington 
Lecture Theatre in Chatham Mari¬ 
time on Tuesday. 

Among the discussion topics will 
be Prof Cork’s contribution to pesti¬ 
cide-free aubergine production in 
Bangladesh, for which he won an 
award earlier this year at the 2009 
International IPM Symposium. 

Prof Cork explained: “It is about 
trying to use natural systems to 
change insect behaviour instead of 
toxic pesticides.” 

Aubergines make up 40 per cent 
of the total vegetable crops produced 
in Bangladesh. 

He said: “Toxic pesticides are a big 


problem. The farmers sprayed every 
day in the summer, about 120 times 
a year. 

“This was done was out of 
sheer desperation because this par¬ 
ticular pest was taking 70 to 90 per 
cent of the crops. 

“They did not know what else to 
do apart from increase the amount 
of pesticide.” 

Danger 

He said the impact on the environ¬ 
ment was considerable, but the 
main danger was that people were 
consuming vegetables with danger¬ 
ous levels of pesticides. 

Through his work there, the team 
were able to develop a package of 
measures that took care of pests 
without using pesticides. 

One method was ‘mass trapping 5 , 
which is now used in Bangladesh 


and southern India. Prof Cork said 
natural enemies of the pests were 
also introduced to the area and now 
the farmers are able to sell the pro¬ 
duce as organic. 

He also worked on a parasite that 
affects livestock and humans called 
new world screwworm, which has 
now been eradicated in North and 
Central America. Its Latin name, 
cochliomyia hominivorax, means lit¬ 
erally ‘eater of man’. 

Prof Cork used ‘odour baits’ to 
attract and trap the disease carriers. 
He said: “We found the lava excre¬ 
ment gives off a smell that is attrac¬ 
tive to flies which lay more eggs. 

‘We managed to make that smell 
and use it as traps [for the flies].”

New ‘vegistration , 
to hit race circuit 


A FORMULA 3 racing car built 
from recycled drinks bottles, old 
bits of planes and carrot tops is 
due to make its race track debut 
at Brands Hatch. 

And continuing with the green 
theme, its 2.5 litre BMW diesel 
engine runs on chocolate waste 
and wine dregs. 

Amazingly, it will still do 
170mph and hit 60mph in 2.5 
seconds thanks to its light weight 
of 550kg including driver, and 
230 brake horsepower. It will do 
around 35mpg at race speeds. 

It is the brainchild of engineer¬ 
ing boffins at Warwick 
University who used a conven¬ 
tional racing car chassis as its 
backbone. 

The wheels, tyres and cockpit 
are also all conventional. 

The project is designed to 
push green technology to its 
limits to see what can be 
achieved, and to establish pos¬ 
sible new technology for street 
cars of the future. 

It costs half a million pounds, 


so any road car will need to be a 
little cheaper. 

Dr Kerry Kirwan, project leader 
at the Warwick Manufacturing 
Group, said: 'We want to show 
that green can be fun, that it can 
be sexy. 

“It’s the body that is taking 
recycling technology forward. 
Over half of it uses materials 
that were destined to be buried 
in landfill sites.” 

These include aircraft panels 
made of super lightweight carbon 
fibre, and the steering wheel comes 
from a Scottish company that 
turns fibres from carrot waste into 
fishing rods and other products. 

Dr Kirwan said: “For some rea¬ 
son the steering wheel came out 
purple. We think some beetroot 
might have got into it. 

“We’re not saying that this is 
the answer to the world’s envi¬ 
ronmental problems, but it’s a 
step in the right direction.” 

During the Brands race on 
October 17, it’s hoped the car will 
reach speeds of 150mph.

A FORGOTTEN World War Two outpost which sits on a network of abandoned tun¬ 
nels and a secret hospital is up for sale, writes Nick Ames. 

The site, which overlooks the English 


Channel at its narrowest point, has been 
abandoned since the end of the conflict in 
1945. But it is now on offer at auction for 
between £90,000 and £100,000 and could be 
turned into a dream home with some of the 
best views in England. The outpost, on the 
cliff edge 350ft above sea level, commands a 
view across Folkestone, along the famous 
white cliffs and across to France. 

It is just a few hundred metres from the 
Battle of Britain Memorial at Capel-le- 
Feme, but is hidden by shrubs and small 
trees and its presence is largely unknown, 
even to most locals. 

The strongpoint was constructed in the 
early years of the war to observe enemy 
shipping and aircraft. 

Instructions would then be passed to 
heavy gun batteries a few miles along the 
coast at Dover.

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main room - the observers’ platform - and two back rooms 
which would have been living quarters. 

All belonged to a family who purchased them from the MoD 
when the area was sold off in 1984. They did nothing with the 
property and have now instructed auctioneers Clive Emson 
to sell at a sale to be held at the Ramada Hotel, Maidstone, 
on September 21. 

“It would make an amazing home 
with some of the best views of the 
Channel,” said auctioneer Kevin

But the 13.5 acre site which goes with the home 
also contains a secret. 

The property company has obtained pictures of 
an underground hospital which was dug into the 
earth on its completion in 1942. 

Mr Gilbert said: “We have discovered the hospi¬ 
tal dressing station was linked by a tunnel to the 
surface. But no-one has been able to find exactly 
where it comes to on the cliff top. 

“There was an attempt in the 1980s to excavate 
it, but this was abandoned for reasons we have not 
been able to find out. And there’s more. Historians 
say the hospital had another series of tunnels 
which wound their way down to the bottom of the 
cliff-face. 

“Soldiers wounded in France and evacuated 
would have been bought across the Channel at its 
narrowest point and landed at the bottom of the 
cliffs, where there is a beach. 

“They would then be treated at the hidden dress¬ 
ing station half way up and later disbursed to local 
hospitals.” 

One of the reasons for this was to avoid damag¬ 
ing civilian morale by treating wounded and dis¬ 
figured soldiers in regular hospitals, where they 
would be in full view. 

So they were initially treated in secret before 
being dispersed across the country. 

Mr Gilbert added: ‘Whoever buys the site would 
also own this labyrinth of tunnels and the hospital 
- but first they would have to find the entrance. 

“But if they managed to open them up they 
would be the first to enter a building which has 
been undisturbed for more than 60 years.” 
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Scouts face the axe, 
but knives are cut 


A SCOUT leader is not worried 
about a new ban on the youngsters 
carrying penknives - saying they 
have more accidents with axes and 
saws, writes Chris Murphy. 

The national Scout organisation has 
advised Scout groups across the UK to ban 
the carrying of penknives because of possi¬ 
ble confusion with the law. 

In recent years, there has been a massive 
crackdown on knives following dozens of 
stabbing attacks and murders. 

The Government is currently considering 
minimum sentences for knife crimes. 

For the past decade, they have been run¬ 
ning at around three per cent of all crime, 
and 30 per cent of murders. There is a knife 
crime every 52 minutes in London alone. 

So now the tidal wave of public opinion 
against youngsters carrying blades has 
caused the Scout Association to make an 
announcement in its magazine. 

The group tells leaders of Kent’s 14,000 
Scouts to bar the blades except in “specific” 
circumstances. 

It is legal to carry a knife with blade of 
less than three inches that can fold away. 
However, because blades do not come in 
standard sizes, it would be easy to pick one 
slightly larger than legal - even by millime¬ 
tres, said Kent scout leader Tony Woolven. 

Accidents 

In the scouting magazine, Dave Budd, 
who runs courses for Scouts on the safe use 
of blades, said: “Scouts often need a good 
knife, and in the early days every Scout was 
encouraged to put a knife on their belt.” 

He went on: “I think it is safest to assume 
knives of any sort should not be carried by 
anybody to a Scout meeting or camp, unless 
there is likely to be a specific need for one. 

“In that case, they should be kept by the 
Scout leaders and handed out as required.” 

But Mr Woolven is not too bothered about 
the new regulation because the carrying of 
penknives has been much reduced anyway. 

He said: “Now we have many more acci¬ 
dents with axes and saws as we chop wood 
for fires while away on camp. 

“We have tried everything to make it 
safer, like tape off a section of the camp to 
do the cutting only there, and even using

thick gardening gloves, but still some of the 
boys manage to cut their hands. 

“But this sort of thing is part of growing up. 
They certainly learn by the experience and 
won’t make the same mistake again.

A YOUNG farmer who launched 
his Apple Crisps business from 
his student digs has sold more 
than 50,000 bags in just one year. 

Charlie Fermor, 22, from Wye, near 
Ashford, was studying agriculture at the 
University of Reading when he decided to 
take advantage of the large orchards owned 
by his family back home. 

The result was an entirely natural prod¬ 
uct that is growing in popularity through¬ 
out the country, with pop singer Lily Allen 
and England cricket star Alastair Cook 
rumoured to be fans. 

Charlie said: “I’m delighted Apple Crisps 
has taken off. It is the only known company 
within the UK that actually home-grows, 
hand-picks and produces dried fruit in an 
environmentally-friendly manner. 

“My dream would be to see the product 
become even bigger in years to come, with 
more people exchanging their usual fried 
brand for my dried, healthier alternative. 

“With our country becoming more weight¬ 
conscious by the minute, that’s certainly 
not beyond the realms of possibility.” 

Charlie, whose family owns Perry Court 
Farm in Wye, says he conducted research 
into fruit snacks and realised that every 


product in the UK had either been fried or 
imported. He added that the only country 
that used its own produce to make crisps in 
a healthy manner was the USA, which uses 
environmentally-friendly drying machines. 

Charlie said: “I had a bit of time on my 
hands so I bought one of the machines from 
the States and started experimenting with 
it in my room at university. 

“The crisps I made proved quite popular 
with my friends and my family were sup¬ 
portive, it’s just grown from there. 

“I have a factory at the farm but it’s only 
run once a week. We share the labour so the 
guys who are out in the orchards picking 
the fruit spend a day in the factory too.” 

A year on and Apple Crisps - which count 
as one of the recommended five portions of 
fruit and vegetables per day - can be pur¬ 
chased in almost 40 independent shops and 
farmers’ markets across the South East. 

Charlie is now looking to expand his 
range to include cherry and strawberry 
crisps, and says he is happy with the steady 
pace at which his business is expanding. 

He said: “I’m aiming to get them sold in 
farm shops around the country, but I’m not 
so keen on the supermarkets yet. 

“I might have to one day to really bring 
the crisps to the masses, but I’ll try to hold 
off on that for as long as possible.”

I FIND it hard to believe that most of the summer 
season is already behind us. 

The weather has been patchy, which is always a little disap¬ 
pointing, but this has not stopped people dining alfresco, and 
enjoying barbeques the length and breadth of the country. 

As we are celebrating the end of summer I thought I would 
make this week's recipe a real summer treat and one that, while 
easy to make, reguires a little patience and time. Raspberry 
shortbread layers is a dish that will leave the taste of summer in 
your mouth long after the dying embers of the sun have set. 

An exciting time for anyone producing their own fruit or veg is 
close and while we have been able to enjoy a variety of crops 
through the spring and summer, the onset of autumn will bring 
harvest time and an abundance of produce to get excited about. 

The term autumn is relatively new in the UK and though its 
roots are based in the Latin Autumnus meaning Tali', autumn is 
actually a French word adopted in the UK around the 17th centu¬ 
ry. Prior to that we used the term adopted by our American 
cousins, fall. In fact it was the British settlers of the 17th centu¬ 
ry that took the word fall to the US. Whatever we choose to call 
the season, there is no doubt that the coming months will see a 
change in the dishes as we prepare to take advantage of the new 
season crops. 

The coming season is also an important one for many restau¬ 
rants in Kent, as voting for the annual awards ceremonies begins. 


For me as a restaurateur the most important thing is to continue 
to provide the best food possible in each of my restaurants; the 
experience of diners far outweighs the recognition of my peers. 

Having said that, it is also nice to receive recognition as it is an 
indication of the hard work being carried out by not only myself 
but the chefs at the restaurants, the front-of-house staff and 
everybody involved in keeping them running to the highest pos¬ 
sible standards. 

This year we are competing in a new award, the Kent 
Restaurant Awards run by OrderOnlineNow as well as Produced 
in Kent's own award for Kent Restaurant of the Year. 

Life for me is as hectic as ever, and for once I have been look¬ 
ing outside of Kent in search of new ventures to work on, and the 
end of September will see me launch a new restaurant called 
Richard Phillips at Oddfellows in Chester. 

This is a consultant chef role for me and will see me working 
closely with the team in Chester to bring a fine dining experience 
into a wonderful building in the heart of the city. 


The lead up to the opening of any restaurant is always an 
exciting time. Plans invariably change and the unforeseen usual¬ 
ly makes itself well and truly apparent, but its all part of the chal¬ 
lenge. With only a short lead time until we open the doors it 
always amazes me that everything will come together in time, 
but it does. 

In some respects it is like chasing a season as it closes and wel¬ 
coming a new season as it approaches. Our opening night is 
planned for Wednesday, September 23, which ironically is the 
autumn eguinox.

Raspberry shortbread 
layers dessert recipe 

Serves 6 

2 x punnets of raspberries, raspberry couli 

For the shortbread paste: 400g unsalted butter, 200g 
caster sugar, 1 egg yolk, 500g plain flour 

Cream the butter and sugar together in a round-bottom bowl. 
Add the egg yolk and mix in lightly. 

Then add the flour. Mix in with fingers to a crumb texture. 
Rub together on the work surface to create a smooth paste. 
Wrap in cling film and leave to rest for 12 hours. 

Roll out the paste to about 3mm thick. Cut with a fluted 
cutter, then leave to rest in the fridge for approx lOmin. 

Place onto a non-stick baking tray and bake in a pre heat¬ 
ed oven at 170c until a light sand colour. Too much colour will 
result in it being bitter. 

Pastry Cream: 6 egg yolks, 75g caster sugar, 50g plain 
flour, 400ml milk, 1 vanilla pod (split and deseeded), 
25ml raspberry liquor 

In a pan, cream the egg yolks and sugar together, then mix in 
the flour. 

Bring the milk, vanilla pod to the boil in a separate pan, 
then pour a little into the egg yolk pan, whisking until smooth. 
Add the remainder of the liquid, and cook over a gentle heat, 
stirring to a smooth cream, for no longer than 5 minutes. Then 
add the strawberry liquor. 

Allow to cool for a few hours. 

To assemble: Mix the raspberries with a tablespoon of rasp¬ 
berry couli. 

Place one piece of shortbread into the centre of the plate. 
Place the raspberries onto the shortbread then a small 
amount of the pastry cream into the centre. Repeat this 
process to create another layer. Then place another sheet of 
shortbread on the top. 

Dust with icing sugar, garnish with half a raspberry on the 
top. Drizzle a small amount of couli around and then serve.

We should all be 
proud of soldiers

Higher degree of optimism 

Students should count 

their blessings, instead 

of fretting over rising 
debts, savs Dan Stanley 


THE coming fortnight will mark 
a significant time for many stu¬ 
dents, as they prepare to flee the 
parental home and begin further 
study at one of Britain’s illustri¬ 
ous universities. 

Some will be school leavers and 
others, like me, will be regarded 
as ‘mature’, but all share a com¬ 
mon goal: to graduate and get a 
well-paid job. Well, that’s the 
plan. 

A cynic might say these ‘fresh¬ 
ers’ will not be motivated solely 
by the library and study sessions. 
But as the parties and binge 
drinking subside, how many will 
stop to analyse just how much it 
has cost them? How many realise 
the Government will not be for¬ 
getting that comfortable sum 
that used to grace their bank 
accounts every three months? 

The recent Push survey 
declared the average student in 
England will accumulate debt at 
a rate of more than £5,000 a year, 
significantly higher than in 
Scotland and Wales. 

London, of course, tops the 
chart, with the average student 
reporting debts upwards of 
£30,000, a figure that will contin¬ 
ue to rise. 

The cause lies mainly with the 
introduction of a raised cap on 
tuition fees, meaning what would 
have cost £1,145 a term in 2005 
now costs upwards of £3,000. 

Although the Government 
offers a tuition fee loan to coun¬ 
teract this rise and ensure stu¬ 
dents from poorer backgrounds 


still have access to higher educa¬ 
tion, it’s the students themselves 
who inevitably pay the price. 

The tuition fee system certain¬ 
ly seems to be edging to the days 
of old, where rich students got 
access to further education and 
the working class did what was 
expected and simply worked. 

So, as a mature student with 
previous debts going into my sec¬ 
ond year of study, I am begged 
the question, is my degree worth 
the money? The answer is yes, 
with no doubt in my mind. 

The short-term benefits of a 
degree are seldom realised by 
those graduating, especially with 
the recruitment industry the way 
it is, but the longer-term outlook 
is far brighter, with graduate 
schemes offering a fast track to 
management, bringing with it 
higher pay. 

Couple this with the greater 
opportunity to work abroad and I 
would say the average student 
leaves university with far health¬ 
ier prospects than entering. One 


thing that should also be noted is 
student debt differs to debt in the 
conventional sense, as repay¬ 
ment will not be expected unless 
you earn more than £15,000 per 
year. There will be no agency 
sending letters demanding 
money if you are jobless or home¬ 
less. Add to this the zero per cent 
interest rate from this year 
onwards and you see why it is 
commonly understood that noth¬ 
ing is secured to student debt but 
the stigma of failing your degree 
with thousands of pounds having 
been piled in. 

It’s inevitable debt will dis¬ 
suade many mature students 
who, in the current economic cli¬ 
mate, need no further reasons to 
tighten the belt. However, 
mature students get significantly 
more financial support than the 
average school leaver, some of 
which is given as a grant which 
doesn’t have to be paid back. 

In fact, it has never been a bet¬ 
ter time for a mature student to 
enter the forum of student life, 



with many universities offering 
segregated societies to ensure 
like-minded interaction when 
you arrive. So what does the 
future hold after graduation? 

Currently the outlook is bleak, 
with rising numbers of graduates 
left by the wayside while employ¬ 
ers scrap graduate schemes in a 
bid to reduce costs. 

The figure of 6.2 per cent of stu¬ 
dents still jobless six months 
after graduating pales in com¬ 
parison with the 12 per cent 
experienced a decade ago. 

There is hope, however, as this 
week recruitment agencies 
announced an increase in avail¬ 
able jobs breathing new life into 
a limp economy. 

So as the economy does start to 
pick up, it’s up to this year’s grad¬ 
uates to be ready to pounce when 
those jobs do find their way to the 
outer reaches of Kent.

This month sees the end of being able to buy 
100-watt tungsten light bulbs on environ¬ 
mental grounds, with all tungsten bulbs to be 
banned from sale soon. 

The Government says we should all be 
using low-energy light bulbs, despite the 
many health problems they can cause such 
as being a migraine trigger. My wife is one of 
the people affected. 

The Government says it’s not that a big 
problem. I’m sorry, but if you are one of the 
people affected it’s a very big problem. 

Migraines can leave people ill for days. The 
Goverment banned smoking in public places 
on health grounds, but is now damaging peo¬ 
ple’s health with this legislation. 

To say it is crucial for the environment and 
yet go ahead with airport expansions would 
be laughable if it was not so tragic. 

There are other ways emissions could be 
cut if it was really serious about combating 
global warming, such as reducing packaging 
and improving public transport. 

This is heavy-handed legislation when the 
commonsense approach would be to allow the 
sale of 25, 40, and 60-watt bulbs for people 
who choose to buy them. 

I have looked at the alternatives. LEDs do 
not give the spread of light and the only 
other option is halogen bulbs, which are very 
hot and still do not give an even spread of 
light. There is also the issue of disposing of 
low-energy bulbs - which contain mercury, 
among other things. 

I fear many bulbs will end up with the gen¬ 
eral rubbish causing health risks and pollu¬ 
tion for generations to come. Whatever hap¬ 
pened to freedom of choice?

Cardiac rehab is essential 


As a heart patient, I was stunned to read 
about the appalling lack of cardiac rehabil¬ 
itation provision in the region. 

According to a new report by the British 
Heart Foundation, only 34 per cent of 
heart attack sufferers received cardiac 
rehabilitation across England, Wales and 
Northern Ireland. 

Heart patients who do not take part in 
cardiac rehabilitation are at significantly 
higher risk of dying in the years following 
their diagnosis. Ten years ago the 


Government promised to tackle this prob¬ 
lem together with local health authorities, 
but there still isn’t a single programme in 
the country that meets minimum staffing 
requirements.

The latter require greater intensity, expert¬ 
ise and time. The Layard report identified 
that in the UK there is a shortage of 10,000 
therapists; 2,000 for serious mental illness 
and 8,000 for common mental illness. 

On a pro rata basis, this means 55 in Kent 
for serious cases, and 220 for those of a com¬ 
mon nature. 

The care numbers in Kent based on nation¬ 
al statistics are: serious mental health cases 
45,000; common mental health cases 220,000. 

A total of 265,000. Carers are not therefore 
reassured by the statements in your story. 

They are the ones involved, for obvious 
reasons, with the serious cases. Neither 
should anyone else be. The provision num¬ 
bers need to fit the caseload to satisfy quan¬ 
tity, quality and intensity. Not just token 


delivery which, of course, can be misleading. 

It was made quite clear in the consultation 
process that carers strongly felt talking ther¬ 
apy for their service users was substantially 
inadequate, despite official treatment guide¬ 
lines calling for its inclusion, as it is a neces¬ 
sary, evidence-based treatment.

Tory councillors in Medway have been telling 
Ridge Meadow parents the decision to close the 
school was forced on them by the Government.

DNA database stigma 

The Government’s DNA database holder 
has revealed 298 young people on the 
streets of Britain have DNA samples taken 
from them every day and placed on the 
database. 

The National Policing Improvement 
Agency, responding to a Freedom of 
Information Act request from the Liberal 
Democrats, said it now holds over a million 
DNA samples from young people. 

The DNA samples, taken from children as 
young as 10, have been kept regardless of 
whether or not the children were charged 
with any crime. The DNA is then stored 
alongside data on each young person’s 'eth¬ 
nic appearance,’ sex and age. In 2009 alone, 
police forces have taken DNA from 54,311 
‘subject profiles’ aged between 10 and 17. 

This is despite the European Court of 
Human Rights last December ruling that 
stockpiling the DNA taken using mouth 
swabs of 850,000 innocent people was 
unlawful. 

In response, the Government has only 
offered a partial climbdown, ordering the 
police to not store the DNA from children 
younger than 10 years old. 

The professor who developed the genetic 
techniques that contributed to the data¬ 
base’s development has attacked the 
Government for keeping innocent people’s 
DNA. Sir Alec Jeffreys said the practice 
caused innocent people to be “branded as 
criminals”. 

The Metropolitan Police are the worst cul¬ 
prits, stockpiling the DNA from 144,487 
young people collected over the last decade. 
The capital’s police force takes DNA from an 
average of 13,10 to 14-year-olds on the 
streets of the capital every single day. 

Lib Dem shadow home secretary Chris 
Huhne has attacked the national DNA 
database as “ludicrous and ineffective” after 
the Government was forced to admit DNA 
from a baby had been placed on the national 
database. 

Storing the DNA of thousands of innocent 
people as young as 10 is unlikely to solve 
our crime problems, but is a costly way of 
stigmatising young people. If you’re inno¬ 
cent, you shouldn’t have data on who you 
are kept for years. 

Kent Police have taken DNA from nine 
children and teenagers every single day in 
the last 10 years. I would like to know 
exactly how this information has helped to 
tackle crime and the fear of crime. 

Lib Dems will also appeal against the 
National Policing Improvement Agency’s 
refusal to release information on the DNA 
samples according to ‘ethnic appearance’. 

I am highly concerned that if you are a 
young person of a certain appearance, you 
are more likely to suffer the indignity of 
having your DNA snatched from you, which 
is unlikely to help police relations with the 
communities it serves.

Led to the slaughter 

Animal Aid has just released footage taken 
secretly at three randomly chosen English 
abattoirs, which offers an unprecedented 
close-up of the true inner workings of typi¬ 
cal British slaughterhouses. 

In the stun rooms, we filmed terrified 
sheep and pigs running in circles, looking 
for an exit or trying to make themselves 
invisible behind the hoist. 

Two sheep were so desperate to escape 
they leapt through the hatch into the 
slaughter area, where they landed in the 
blood pit below their bleeding and shackled 
mates. 

Many animals were partially stunned and 
left writhing or convulsing on the floor, 
while the stun operator ignored their plight. 
We filmed ewes being stunned while their 
young suckled them. 

The lambs - no bigger than cats - were 
then stunned, hoisted and had their throats 
cut. Animals were kicked, hit, goaded, sworn 
at and stood on. The film we obtained dis¬ 
poses of the myth that slaughter in the UK 
is, or can ever be, humane.

STUDENTS from a Kent univer¬ 
sity are jetting off to Australia to 
take part in a project celebrating 
Charles Darwin and how his 
work can be used to tackle today’s 
environmental challenges.

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Finding the right mortgage 


H SUE ANDERSON of the Council of Mortgage Lenders stresses 
that despite rumours to the contrary, there are mortgages 
available and a variety of deals to help you buy your new home 


SINCE the credit crunch, the vol¬ 
ume of mortgage lending has fall¬ 
en. But don’t worry, there is still 
finance available. 

Provided you are able to demonstrate your 
commitment and ability to keep up the pay¬ 
ments on your new home, then you should be 
able to get a mortgage to help you buy it. 

Some people will be lucky enough not to 
need a mortgage at all. 

But if you are a first-time buyer, or anyone 
else who hasn’t built up savings or housing 
equity yet, then one of the things you may be 
concerned about is raising a deposit to put 
down on your home. 

These days lenders typically require buyers 
to put down at the very least 10 per cent of the 
value of the new home from their own 
resources. And, nowadays, usually a lot more. 

This protects the lender if you default, but it 
also gives you a comfort blanket of ‘equity’ in 
your property, which is helpful in protecting 
your own financial position too if something 
unexpected should happen. 

So how can you raise a deposit? The tradi¬ 
tional route is through savings, and many 


would-be first-time buyers stay at the ‘hotel’ of 
mum and dad and build up savings before 
making a decision to buy. 

Other people will potentially be able to sell 
their existing home and release equity to use 
as a deposit. 

But if you haven’t yet managed to build up a 
big savings pot, there may still be ways of 
making the most of what you’ve got. 

One obvious route to consider is whether a 
shared equity scheme may help you. Schemes 
such as Homebuy Direct (information available 
on the www.directgov.com website) or other 
similar schemes from developers, can allow you 
to buy a percentage of your new home with the 
option to buy the rest at a later date. 

The builder, sometimes in conjunction with a 
housing association, effectively subsidises the 
remainder of the value for a period of time. 

Under such schemes, the lender is still likely 
to want you to put down a deposit - but the size 
of the deposit that you will need will be smaller. 
Innovative solutions 

Lenders are also innovative at offering mort¬ 
gages targeted at different people. If you have 
a large deposit to put down, and a good pay¬ 
ment history on any previous mortgage or 


credit commitments, you are likely to have a 
good choice of deals. 

If you have a smaller deposit (which is riski¬ 
er for a lender), then you may possibly have 
parents or family members who have savings 
and are willing to help you. 

You may want to look at other options that 
may make your mortgage cheaper, such as 
those which enable other family members to 
keep their savings but use them to help you, 
either through a linked offset account or a 
linked savings account. 

An example of this is the Lloyds ‘Lend a 
Hand’ mortgage. It’s worth keeping your eyes 
open for other variations of this type. 

Risks and rewards 

At the same time, it’s important for you to 
think about the risks, as well as the potential 
rewards, of buying and borrowing. 

You can reduce your risks in many ways, 
both in terms of the mortgage you choose 
(fixed or capped rates will give you greater cer¬ 
tainty about your future payments than a 
variable rate, for example, which may be 
important if you don’t have much disposable 
income left over after paying your regular 
commitments), and in terms of insurance to 


protect both your property and your payments 
if something unexpected happens to you, such 
as illness, injury or unemployment. 

The industry regulator, the Financial 
Services Authority, has some good consumer 
guides about homebuying and mortgages on 
its website at www.fsa.gov.uk (under the con¬ 
sumer information heading) to help you think 
about these important issues. 

Lenders’ websites and branches contain com¬ 
prehensive information about their mortgages.

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The benefits of the 
latest technology

DOES your bath recognise you 
when you climb into it? Does it tell 
you the outdoor weather conditions 
in the morning, or if you have 
email waiting? 

I thought not. There is more: bath taps with 
facial recognition technology can also identify 
the user and set the water temperature and 
flow volume to your preferred setting. There 
are multiple settings, to accommodate the 
preferences of each member of the family. 

And for good measure, it will also check your 
calendar appointments via its touch screen for 
you as you soak. 

While this kind of luxury - available in the 
USA -may be a little advanced for the average 
British bathroom, it’s bound to come. 

Innovations 

And like many lifestyle ideas, the chances 
are the early adopters (as lifestyle pioneers are 
known in the marketing trade) will be UK new 
home builders. 

They have been quick to introduce energy 
and money-saving innovations which would 
be much more expensive and disruptive to 
install in an older, pre-owned home. 

New homes are on average, up to 60 per cent 
more energy efficient than older houses, so 
producing lower energy bills. 

It is estimated it costs at least £22,000 to 
bring an old house up to the standard of a new 
home. By buying new, you save on renovation 
costs and enjoy your weekends. 

Besides, there’s no greater thrill than know¬ 
ing you are the first person to live in a proper¬ 
ty. There’s no emotional baggage and no-one 
else’s dodgy DIY. 

Like the smell of a just-off-the-production- 
line car, the freshness of a brand new house 
can never be reproduced in a secondhand 
home, no matter how thoroughly it has been 
scrubbed. 

If there are any problems, you have the com¬ 
fort of the 10-year warranty that will kick in 
and the builder will put them right. When did 
you last hear of a house seller offering to come 
round and rectify a fault after he’d sold the 
property and moved on? 

A pristine, untouched and perfect new 
home is the top of a list given by people in 
buyer surveys. 



If you have made do for years with your old 
dishwasher and fridge freezer, shoe-homed 
clumsily into gaps between your units, it’s a 
joy to walk into a new home which has them 
fitted seamlessly into a sleek, interior 
designed kitchen. 

Developers are increasingly designing the 
heart of the home as large, guest-friendly 
kitchen diners suitable for entertaining and so 
clutter has been eliminated. 

Instead of taking up work surface space, you 
can have a built-in coffee maker, or a slim, 
pulldown TV tucked under a cupboard. 

In some upmarket American kitchens you 
can find a TV which doubles as a digital cook¬ 
ery book, a wireless internet device and a dig¬ 
ital photo frame. How clever is that? The lat¬ 
est technology has even produced a microwave 
which cooks your meal perfectly, with a simple 
swipe of the barcode on the packaging. (Might 
be trickier with a baked potato though.) 

Clear conscience 

For years, new homes were pretty soulless, 
but now buyers expect - and get - focal 
features like wall-mounted contemporary 
fireplaces. 

Interior design aside, for a buyer it is conven¬ 
ience, comfort, cost and clear conscience that 
top the must-have list. 

Buying new means no upward chain, one 
major concern banished at a stroke. If the 
developer is offering to take the old property in 
part exchange, there’s no downward chain to 
worry about either. 

New developments are usually built near 
transport links, schools, parks and shops, cut¬ 
ting travel costs. 

Double glazing and loft insulation reduce 


energy bills, as do low-energy appliances, 
without compromising performance. Every 
available inch of space is made to work, unlike 
older homes which, it’s estimated, have 17 per 
cent of living space going to waste. 

Cabling for home computers and home 
entertainment systems is often built in, neatly 
out of sight and many builders offer a home 
workspace as standard. 

State-of-the art kitchens and bathrooms, fit¬ 
ted wardrobes and the option of choosing your 
own finishing touches are big hitters. 
Upgrades like conservatories, loft ladders and 
lawns all cost less through the developer than 
they would on the open market. 

Buyers have also realised that green envi¬ 
ronmental standards aren’t just a marketing 
ploy. 

Genius 

As well as allowing us to tread lightly on 
the Earth, they save us money. A grey water 
recycling system can cut a water bill by up to 
a third annually. Dual flush loos are being 
made compulsory in new homes under 
Building Regulations. As an added benefit 
you could ask for an optional soft or self-clos¬ 
ing lid or sensor controlled flushing, already 
common in some top hotels and airports. 

On the subject of sensors, a WC has been 
developed with sensor lights which activate on 
movement, designed for those middle of the 
night trips to the loo, without having to fumble 
for the bathroom light switch. 

Grateful thanks go to the genius who came 
up with that one. 

Some fabrics available as part of optional 
home furnishing packs have been chosen for 
their green credentials: organic cotton, hemp 
and bamboo. Well, if M&S can make school uni¬ 
forms out of recycled plastic bottles, why not? 

It’s said that soya fibre, a by-product of the 
food industry, is so soft it’s known as ‘vegetable 
cashmere’. Eco-friendly paint is another inno¬ 
vation. 

Made without toxic ingredients, it is better 
for the atmosphere and may benefit house 
holders who have allergies. 

So all in all it’s hard to beat the range of ben¬ 
efits and incentives offered by today’s new 
homebuilders. The secondhand market just 
can’t hope to match these.

Make this your next mouse click 
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WE WAITED far too long for a hot 
hatchback version of the original 
Mazda3. 

But the Japanese marque is not making the 
same mistake again; just months after the 
launch of the second generation line-up, an 
MPS performance flagship arrives in show¬ 
rooms on October 1. 

At just £21,500 it is also priced aggressively 
against high-profile rivals like the VW Golf 
GTI and the Ford Focus ST and RS. 

The previous Mazda3 MPS did not arrive 
until 2007, more than three years after the 
standard ‘3’ range and even various styling 
add-ons failed to disguise its rather frumpy 
styling. 

But the car’s visual shortcomings were 
blown away by turbocharged performance 
married to taut handling; it was an under¬ 
rated hot hatch and genuine ‘halo model’ for 
the final two years of the first generation car. 

Its successor uses the same formula, but 
wears the far more stylish second generation 
Mazda3 body and sits on 18-inch alloys.

Power comes from a turbocharged 260PS 
(258bhp) 2.3-litre petrol engine delivering 
0-62 in just 6.1sec - only slightly inferior 
to the Ford Focus RS which costs £26,395 

- while top speed is electronically limited 
155mph. 

Based on what we know of the ‘Mark 1’ MPS 
we can also expect the car to apply its prodi¬ 
gious power to the road surface without 
requiring lots of correction from the steering 
wheel, as Mazda has again fitted a limited-slip 
differential to control ‘torque steer’. 

This is an expensive cure avoided by most 
rivals, which tend to rely - with patchy success 

- upon electronic counter-measures. 

Mazda says the new car also has better aero¬ 
dynamics for greater high-speed stability, 
while a stiffer body shell, new power steering 
and modified suspension guarantee a comfort¬ 
able yet responsive drive. 

Its shouts it intentions too with those big 
alloys plus bonnet air scoop, special front 


wings, new grille and bumpers, deeper sills 
and a larger rear wing than the regular 
Sport model. 

At the other extreme to the MPS, Dartford- 
based Mazda UK will also soon launch an 
ultra economical Mazda3 model. 

The standard line-up already delivers 16 
per cent better fuel economy across the range 
while C02 emissions are down by up to 19 
per cent, but the new i-stop option will soon 
save fuel and pollution at traffic lights or in 
congestion. 

It differs from existing engine start-stop 
systems on the market, by not relying on a 
starter motor to ‘reboot’ the engine, which can 
cause a lag between depressing the accelerator 
and the engine firing up again. 

Mazda claims to have eliminated lag by 
using the direct-injection of the 2.0-litre petrol 
unit to pump in and ignite fuel in a single 
cylinder to set the crankshaft in motion for a 
smoother and faster restart.

“That’s down to Wilmoths’ high 
reputation for customer service - 
underlined by official ratings with¬ 
in Citroen - which can only benefit 
our growth in the fleet/business 
sector. 

“There are more than 200 UK 
Citroen dealers, but only around 50 
running a business centre like ours 
and the brand pressed James 
Wilmoth for some time to set one up. 

“Only this year did he feel it was 
right, when firms really need to look 
at vehicle investments more care¬ 
fully than during the boom years.” 


The family-owned group has 
Kent franchises at Ashford, 
Maidstone and Folkestone, plus 
sites in Sussex at Eastbourne and 
Hastings. 

Gary’s brief is to supply all vehi¬ 
cle needs to businesses and reckons 
he holds a good hand with Citroen’s 
acclaimed diesel cars such as the

businesses money and we work 
hard to minimise that.” 

Gary has been in the motor busi¬ 
ness since he was 18, starting at the 
former Ashford-based Motorworld 
parts and accessories business. 

Now 37, he can draw on experi¬ 
ence in the same field with nation¬ 
al player, Halfords, and running his 
own business in Ashford. 

He went into motor sales in 2001, 
first in the used trade and then with 
VW franchise EuroCanterbury, 
before being invited to join Wilmoths.

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Insignia style causes igk 
upset in ‘Badge Wars’ 



THERE are already masses of 
Vauxhall Insignias on the road and 
the model hasn’t even completed a 
year on sale. 

Buoyant registration figures are no doubt 
helped by Vauxhall’s big clout in the fleet mar¬ 
ket and status as European Car of the Year 
2009, but also show how the newcomer - 
unlike its staid Vectra predecessor - has the 
looks to transcend its mainstream branding. 

If that grille wore a propeller badge, three- 
pointed star or four rings instead of the relative¬ 
ly humble Vauxhall griffin, the Insignia would 
surely be even more sought after in hatchback, 
saloon or stylish Sports Tourer estate form. 

It is not all good news though; after a week 
in a model with the softer suspension, I think 
Vauxhall will need to repeat what it did mid¬ 
way through the life of the final Vectra and 
tweak the underpinnings. 

For the SE spec test car confirmed what I 
already suspected: the firmer SRi set-up is 
not only the one for keener drivers, but also 
delivers a better trade off on ride quality than 
the ‘everyday’ tune. 

The alternative format still keeps the big car 
on the road well, but feels vague and easily 
unsettled by road surface inconsistency. 

Perhaps I’m extra hard on the Vauxhall 
though, after bowling around in a BMW 520d 
the previous week; the Beemer is aged and 
looks like a bag of spanners against the 
Insignia, but has a superbly versatile chassis.

Still, it’s hard to dislike the Insignia. It con¬ 
cedes ground on handling to its arch rival, the 
Ford Mondeo, but is classier and more elegant; 
you could not see the Ford wearing the above 
mentioned German badges and I bet there 
has been envy within the Big Three’s styling 
departments. 

And the Insignia’s interior is close to the 
mark too, as Vauxhall continues its climb in 
cabin design and quality of recent years in 
an attempt to elbow into an ‘upper main¬ 


stream’ club away from hoi polloi like the 
Renault Laguna and Peugeot 407 and its 
in-house General Motors rival, the cheap as 
chips Chevrolet Epica. 

Apart from some high-quality materials - 
but occasional cheapo detail - the cabin is sim¬ 
ply huge with far better rear headroom than 
the swooping rear window line would suggest. 

Not surprisingly, in a car of this scale, you 
also get a big boot and the impression that 
Vauxhall has tried to fill two niches with one 


car. Last time, it stretched a Vectra to create 
the Signum as a possible company director 
option to replace the defunct Omega, but it 
was a washout. 

The Insignia has the class to straddle both 
levels though; overcome the badge snobbery 
and you might mention this car in the same 
breath as a BMW 5-Series or Audi A6, for 
instance, especially when 4x4 and some hefty 
power options are available and scorching 
VXR models are due soon.

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Much hangs on choice of engine though and 
the turbocharged 178bhp 1.6-litre petrol is 
worth a look to save taxes without losing too 
much fun. It signals an industry trend 
towards lower emission, smaller capacity tur¬ 
bocharged petrol powerplants. 

The turbocharged 2.0-litre petrol also enter¬ 


tains, but 2.0-litre diesels dominate sales: the 
130PS version gives you better economy, while 
the 160PS offers fun at the cost of fuel consump¬ 
tion averaging about 6mpg less than its sister. 

The test car was the 160PS, but felt slightly 
emasculated by the six-speed auto box - the 
manual is the better bet.

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Confidence grows 
as firms begin 
hiring, not firing 


IS THIS proof we are beginning to 
turn the corner? 

According to the latest research by a leading 
recruitment firm, employers across the South 
East are reporting “positive hiring intentions” 
for the fourth quarter of 2009. 

In other words: making jobs, not cutting 
them. 

The Manpower Employment Outlook 
Survey, unveiled this week, shows cautious 
projected hiring intentions for the region 
between October and December 2009, based 
on responses from more than 240 local 
employers. 

The findings claim a seasonally adjusted net 
employment outlook of plus two per cent - a 
rise in the optimism of local industry - which 
has been welcomed by experts looking for indi¬ 
cators the recession is finally bottoming out. 

Paul Laurie, Manpower’s operations man¬ 
ager for Kent and the South East, said: “This 
small but significant increase in employer hir¬ 
ing confidence is great to see. 

“As a region, there have been notable staff 
cutbacks in areas such as manufacturing and 
construction, but as a business, we are now 
starting to see increased demand for tempo¬ 
rary workers, particularly within call centres 
and in the utilities sector generally. 

“Back office support roles across a range of 
sectors are also now emerging as businesses 
seek to maintain operations and position 
themselves advantageously for when the 
upturn comes.” 


The outlook for the South East is stronger 
by five percentage points quarter-over-quarter, 
and by a considerable 14 percentage points 
year-over-year. 

This means that the region is more positive 
than the national average of minus two per 
cent. 

He added: “The survey results for the region 
show an encouraging but tentative first 
increase in employer hiring confidence. 


“Job seekers locally should still expect to face 
a slow hiring pace until the end of the year 
though, and as such are well advised to stay 
flexible and consider temporary work options 
that will keep CVs fresh, increase skill sets, 
and provide exposure to invaluable on-the-job 
experience.” 

The North East reports the most positive 
hiring intentions (plus eight per cent), which 
has been boosted by the UK’s focus on the 


region to push the nation’s green economy. 

In contrast, West Midlands employers 
remain notably downbeat and are the least 
optimistic (minus 10 per cent), as the region’s 
reliance on the manufacturing sector and posi¬ 
tion as the UK’s region most affected by the 
recession, takes hold. 

In London, employer hiring confidence has 
declined by a further two percentage points 
quarter-over-quarter, to minus five per cent.

THE Government has confirmed 
the increase in the weekly limit 
used to calculate statutory redun¬ 
dancy pay, from £350 to £380, will 
take place on October 1. 

And Business Link South East is urging 
employers to make sure they understand the 
new conditions. An employee being made 
redundant with two or more years’ continuous 
service has the right to receive: 

• A statutory redundancy payment. 

• A written statement setting out the payment 
amount and how it was calculated. 

The payment due to each employee under 
the statutory redundancy payment scheme is 
based on: 

• The employee’s age. 

• The amount of continuous service, subject to 
a minimum of two years and a maximum of 20 
years. 

• The employee’s weekly gross pay, up to a 
limit of £350 for redundancies up to and 
including September 30, 2009. This limit will 
rise to £380 from October 1. 

This increase will also apply to a wide range 
of employment tribunal awards - calculated 
using a week’s pay - that an employer might 
have to pay, such as: 

• Compensation for non-compliance with flex¬ 
ible working procedures. 

• The basic and additional awards for unfair 
dismissal. 

• Compensation where an employer has failed 
to consult a trade union or elected employee 


representatives when it intends to make 20 or 
more employees redundant. 

• Compensation for failure by an employer to 
allow an employee to be accompanied to a dis¬ 
ciplinary or grievance hearing. 

• Compensation for failure by an employer to 
give a statement of employment particulars. 

• Compensation for an employer’s failure to 
comply with its duty to notify an employee of 
either the date on which it intends to retire 
them or their right to make a request not to 
retire on that date. 

This amount is also used to calculate various 
payments made by the secretary of state from 
the National Insurance fund if an employer’s 
business becomes insolvent. Examples of such 
payments include: 


• Holiday pay. 

• Arrears of pay. 

• Redundancy pay. 

• Pay in lieu of notice. 

• Unpaid compensation for unfair dismissal. 
A Business Link South East spokesman 

said: “It has also been stated that the limit will 
not rise again in February, 2010, as it would 
normally do. 

“Rather, it will remain at £380 until 
February 2011, and the annual uprating due 
to take effect from February 1, 2010, will be 
suspended. Normally the annual increases in 
February track changes in the retail prices 
index - rounded to the nearest £10 - but this 
one-off increase is taking place without refer¬ 
ence to that mechanism.”

This week: building links with 
local and directory websites 



O NE of the most important factors in a website’s success in 

organic search is how many links it has to it and where they 
have come from. 


When somebody types a search term into 
a search engine, it endeavours to return 
results that are as relevant as possible to 
that search, and that come from an authori¬ 
tative source. 

One way for a search engine to decide 
whether a website is authoritative is to look 
at how many links there are to the site, as 
well as to see where they have come from - 
are the links from reputable and authorita¬ 
tive sites? 

So, while the number of links into your 
website is important, it is actually the quali¬ 
ty of those links and their relevance that is 
more important. What determines the qual¬ 
ity and relevance? 

Google carries the majority of searches 
done on the internet today, so we will use it 
as our example. 

Google awards a page rank to those sites 
it thinks are authoritative and a link from a 
site with a good page rank can add to your 
own site’s page rank as you gain some of 
their reputation. 

Remember, though, that nothing is simple 
when looking at organic search and optimis¬ 
ing your website. Results are determined in 
most cases by algorithms that are highly 
confidential and subject to change at any 
time without warning. 

Quality 

Overall, getting quality links into your 
site from authoritative websites can be 
helpful even though you will probably not 
be able to analyse this in any detail, espe¬ 
cially as many of the links will have what is 
called a ‘no follow’, which means that you 
won’t benefit from their page rank. 

So, link building is something you need to 
look at for your website, but don’t lose sleep 
over the detail. 

One other point to bear in mind when 
getting links into your site is to try to get 
the link on the other website to show con¬ 
textual keywords rather than just your 
website url. 

As an example, as a local hairdresser, a 
link into your site that says ‘hairdressing in 
Canterbury is more useful than just having 
your website address. 

And try to vary the description as you get 
links in from other sites. The context of 
those words can be helpful to you from a 
search perspective. 

So, where should the links come from? 


Links that come from within your indus¬ 
try from businesses that are complementary 
to your own business offering can be helpful 
in that they are showing Google that what 
you are offering is relevant to that subject. 

For example, if you are a wedding suppli¬ 
er, then getting links into your website from 
fellow wedding suppliers is a good strategy. 

Weddings 

Their websites are likely to include many 
references to ‘wedding 5 and other relevant 
keywords, which will tell the search engines 
that those links are relevant to the content 
that you have on your own website. 

The other type of links that can be help¬ 
ful for a local business are links from other 
local businesses. 

Some of the keywords a local business is 
trying to get its website optimised for are 
local words - if you are a Maidstone-based 
hairdresser, you will want your website to 
be optimised for Maidstone and probably 
some of its suburbs. 

One of the ways to help that is to get links 
from other businesses based in those areas 
which have their sites optimised for those 
local keywords. 

That will show some relevance to the 
search engines for those keywords, confirm¬ 
ing your business is local to those areas. 

Directories can also be useful to you for a 
number of reasons. 

They can provide useful links back into 
your site; local directories can give you 
local links to help to optimise for your 
local keywords; and many of the directo¬ 
ries come up at the top of Google, so an 
entry there can sometimes be found when 
consumers are searching for your type of 
business, even if your own website doesn’t 
appear that high yet. 

To find directories you might consider get¬ 
ting an entry on, just do some searches for 
your keywords (the words you are trying to 
list for on Google) and see which directories 
come up for those words already, then con¬ 
sider getting your own entry on there.

IT’S a fact that the entrepreneurial spirit 
emerges in times of recession, writes Pat 
Crawford ofHadlow College.

Inevitably, even after giving 
excesses to family and friends, some gluts result. 

Not too many years ago, gluts didn’t exist because everything 
not eaten fresh was bottled, made into chutneys and jams, salt¬ 
ed or preserved in some other way for use in the long winter 
months. 

At that time every housewife - a title that has gone out of 
fashion - possessed the necessary knowledge and skills. 

Then along came something which rendered preserving 
unnecessary: the global market. 

Soon we were able to put green beans and salads - and a 
huge variety of other hitherto seasonal produce - on our plates 
all the year round. 

Seasonality, on which daily menus had been based since pre¬ 
history, quickly disappeared and we have now reached a stage 
when the youngest generation of cooks could well be hard- 
pressed to list seasonally available British produce. 

Maybe there is a business gap for an entrepreneur to set up 
a cookery school specifically for those who want to learn how to 
preserve? 

In light of all the issues relating to food security and air 
miles, before too long we shall be forced to redevelop ways of 
making home-grown and ‘regionally available’ produce stretch 
year-round.

ANYONE with money invested in 
stocks and shares will be grateful that 
stockmarkets seem to be recovering 
from the lows of 2009 and the UK 
FTSE 100 index is threatening to 
breach 5,000 as I write. 

Some investors who may have seri¬ 
ously considered selling their shares 
earlier in the year when they had 
dropped so substantially may now 
breathe a small sigh of relief and decide 
to hang in there, in the hope of clawing 
back more of their losses or achieving 
more growth. 

The danger in this situation is the 
investor may make the decision to 
leave their investments as they are and 
not get them reviewed or rebalanced. 

Most investment funds will have 
gained over the last few months, but 
that doesn’t mean the funds that have 
been held thus far are the best choice 
moving forward. 

Spectacular 

An example would be someone hold¬ 
ing an emerging markets fund. Some of 
these have rallied magnificently in 
recent months and produced some spec¬ 
tacular performances. 

It does not necessarily mean emerg¬ 
ing markets funds will continue with 
the same stellar returns over the next 
few months. 

Another example is commodities. 
Flavour of the month in 2007 and 2008, 
these were hit heavily by the recession. 
Some funds have made impressive 
gains, especially some timber funds. 
Again, there is no guarantee that this 
will hold up and continue. 

I suspect an investor who three years 
ago agreed to 20 per cent of their port¬ 
folio being in emerging markets and 20 
per cent being in property, with the 
remaining 60 per cent in UK equity 
income would be surprised to learn that 
these respective percentages are now 
likely to be 28.5 per cent, 14.5 per cent 
and 57 per cent. Which may or may not 
be suitable moving forward.

100 YEARS AGO: New Brompton 
FC made the arduous trek down 
to Plymouth in the Southern 
League and did well to lose just 
1 -0 in front of a crowd a 6,000. 
Despite being battered by the wind and rain, 
Strang had a magnificent game and without him 
Argyle would have recorded a far heavier victory. 

A new skating rink was opened in Pudding Lane, 
Maidstone, with a capacity of 500 skaters and 700 
spectators. 

The organisers were hoping to drum up interest 
by using the slogan; “Rollerskating is the most fas¬ 
cinating pastime in the world.” 

Elsewhere in the county another sport called

could enjoy his 55th birthday party at Lympne 
Castle without being molested or inconve¬ 
nienced by suffragettes, after he’d had his 
headgear knocked off in Littlestone. 



50 YEARS AGO: Giving his verdict 
on Kent’s season, Frank Woolley 
concluded the county had done 
“as well as could be expected,” 
given a relatively poor batting 
line-up and the repeated absence of Colin 
Cowdrey on Test match duty. 

“At times our young 
players looked like 
making the grade, but 
there was none of the 
assistance which is so 
necessary to make a 
good team.” 

It was a bad week¬ 
end for grass-track 
rider Jack Colver, who 
was poised to win the 
Sittingbourne champi¬ 
onship, when he ran 
into a patch of soft 
dust on the Wrinstead 
Court track near 
Doddington and was 
overtaken by his rival 
Brickell. 

A number of riders 
ended up in the bales after suffering with the dust 
and conditions, and popular Sittingbourne rider 
Syd Jarvis didn’t even start. 

In an early season meeting he broke his arm 
and on the day of his comeback he broke his 
ankle. Jarvis wanted to compete, but found it too 
painful to ride and lent his machine to a friend.

Something to live for 

How sport galvanised public spirit during World War Two 


Going over 
old ground

TURN on your television in 2009 
and you’re rarely never more than 
a couple of minutes away from a 
programme on World War Two, 
giving the cumulative impression 
the average Briton spent the six 
years from 1939 existing only in 
air-raid shelters. 

The reality, if you ask a survivor, was a 
more mundane tale of deprivation, with 
periodically terrifying episodes punctuat¬ 
ing long periods of tedium. 

For civilians, life, including sport, contin¬ 
ued throughout the conflict, even though 
official competitions were suspended, 
meaning Northfleet United held on to the 
Kent League title they won in 1939. 

Conflict 

The record books also show Portsmouth 
held the FA Cup for six years, but it’s less 
well known that 70 years ago a phantom, 
extra-preliminary round of the FA Cup 
took place on the day before war was 
declared, with four Kent clubs involved. 

Gravesend United were beaten 3-1 at 
home by Bexley, while at the Athletic 
Ground Maidstone United were held to a 
2-2 draw by Margate. 

The replay never took place, but the game 
continued. During the first global conflict 
the government produced propaganda

posters urging young men to stop playing 
football and do the noble thing by enlisting, 
but by 1939 it realised suppressing an 
innate instinct to play was impossible. 

Football was initially banned in the 
north of the county, along the Thames from 
Bexley as far as the Medway estuary, but 
friendlies were allowed if official permis¬ 
sion was given. 

Sittingbourne chairman, Haydn Preston 
and the club’s secretary John Turner pro¬ 
posed a senior Kent league “within a rea¬ 
sonable radius”. 

During the phoney period up until the 
fall of France in 1940, Shorts FC (who later 
merged with Chatham) topped a wartime 
league, ahead of Gillingham, many of 
whose players and manager spent the war 
in Chatham Dockyard. 

With footballers being by definition 
healthy young men, many ended up in 
the British Expeditionary Force, like the 
Sheppey goalkeeper Rogers, Folkestone’s 
Backshall and Sittingbourne left-back 
Rossiter. 


Inevitably not everyone came back. The 
former Kent cricket captain Geoffrey 
Bevington Legge, killed in an air crash in 
1940 at the age of 37, was just one of 
300,000 British soldiers to die. 

The scale of the tragedy is so vast it can 
seem glib to become preoccupied with 
sport, but despair is one of the warmon¬ 
ger’s most powerful weapons and if football 
helped to stave it off, it served a purpose. 

Tom Finney, whose Preston side beat 
Arsenal in the 1941 FA Cup final replay, 
told the author Simon Kuper: “I wasn’t all 
that interested in the war when I was 
playing. And to hold them to a draw in 
London was really quite an achievement.” 

Finney was at pains to point out he still 
wanted Britain to win, but a report Kuper 
unearthed from late 1939 showed the Home 
Office realised how crucial the game could 
be for morale. 

“People find the war at present completely 
unsatisfactory as a compensation for sport,” 
it read. “One Saturday afternoon of league 
matches could probably do more to affect 
people’s spirits than the recent £50,000 
Government poster campaign urging cheer¬ 
fulness, even if it were repeated six times 
over and six times better.” 

The lesson holds true seven decades on. 
Current Serbia international and Ajax 
winger Miralem Sulejmani, was nine years 
old when NATO bombed Belgrade in 1999. 

“Even as the bombs fell on my hometown of 
Belgrade, I wanted to go outside with my 
father and train,” he said. “That is how we 
forgot our worries and I could work on achiev¬ 
ing my dream.” 

One consequence of war is that it can give 
people a cause they feel is worth dying for, but 
for men like Sittingboume’s Rossiter, who 
played the game whenever they were away 
from the frontline, having something to live 
for was almost as important.

“It seemed unfair as the older men got two 
laps less than the younger men,” Burton said. 

Her initial reaction was that three laps 
would be impossible, but despite having to 
push on the tougher sections of the final lap, 
she managed to hold second place. 

“I was never going to catch the French girl 
but didn’t realise how close the American was, 
I was knackered,” she admitted, after seeing 
Ellen Guthrie close in on her on the final lap.

CHRIS Dickson is just one phone call away 
from joining Gillingham, according to 
Priestfield boss Mark Stimson, writes David 
Pritchard. 

The Gills believe they are on the verge of 
agreeing a loan deal with Charlton Athletic 
for the 24-year-old striker. After failing 
to agree a permanent switch before the 
transfer window closed on September 1, 
they made another approach when the loan 
window opened on Tuesday. 

Under Football League rules, clubs can 
bring players in on loan outside of transfer 
windows for a maximum of 93 days. Stimson 
is increasingly optimistic of sealing the deal, 
with the two clubs believed to be haggling 
over the finer details. 

Speaking before yesterday’s game against 
Millwall, the Gills boss said: “It’s a phone 
call. You just don’t know, it could happen as 
quickly as that. 

“It’s a 93-day loan we’d like to take, they’re 
talking about maybe having after 28 days the 
option of a call-back. We’re just trying to dis¬ 
cuss that and see if it benefits both parties.” 


If the Addicks include a call-back clause 
they would have the right to end the deal with 
only 24-hours notice after the first month. 

Dickson is yet to feature for the League 
One leaders this season and is reportedly 
keen to return to Priestfield, where he scored 
11 goals in 14 games during a previous loan 
spell two seasons ago. 

Stimson admitted the threat of a call-back 
would not be ideal, but feels it would be 
preferable to no deal at all. 

He said: “I’m willing to take that gamble 
but obviously the boy doesn’t really want to 
do that because he might go back and not 
be used. 

“If there’s a chance of him coming for a 
short period of time I would take that 
because I think he would help the team.” 

For the first time both clubs appear to 
be moving towards agreement. 

Gillingham loaned out Andy Pugh to Dover 
this week to help make some room in their 
wage budget, while Charlton have been 
linked with a number of strikers who would 
push Dickson further down the pecking order.

Chairman calls on supporters to raise funds for auction bid

EBBSFLEET United are encour¬ 
aging supporters to contribute 
towards a bid to purchase 
Stonebridge Road. 

The north Kent club have played at the 
ground in Northfleet for 62 years, but could 
face an uncertain future with the stadium 
put up for auction by landlord Land 
Securities. 

The Stonebridge Road site is due to go 
under the hammer on September 21. 

The move has prompted the Blue Square 
Premier League club, who operate at the 
ground via a lease from Land Securities, to 
launch a project to buy it themselves. 

The club are protected by a 20-year lease 
which was agreed in 2005, but there is a 
possibility the potential new owners could 
refuse to work with the football club, leaving 
Fleet homeless. 

Duncan Holt, Fleet chairman and joint 
trustee of the project, is hoping the idea will 
capture the imaginations of fans and people 
from Kent, although he admitted to feeling 
anxious about the auction.

He told Kent on Sunday: “We are giving the 
supporters a chance to help secure the club’s 
future. 

“We have 16 years left on the lease, but in 
order to make sure we can keep playing at 
Stonebridge Road we need to buy the ground. 
I for one am pretty nervous about the bid as 


you never know quite how these things will 
turn out.” 

Stonebridge Road has been given a guide 
price of £380,000-420,000, but Fleet estimate 
it could rise as high as £600,000. 

The club have been working on the plans 
for several weeks and have so far raised 
approximately £300,000 in pledges from fans. 

Jessica McQueen, fellow trustee and head 
of supporters’ group Fleet Trust, has been 
encouraged by the response and is confident 
about the bid. 

She said: “It is hugely encouraging to see 
the amount of people who have pledged to the 
project. 

“We only need to get a deposit ready before 
the auction, which is 10 per cent of the asking 
price. I think there will be no problem in rais¬ 
ing the funds needed.” 

The scheme is the latest measure following 
a rejection of plans to build a new stadium on 
the A2 corridor by Gravesham Borough and 
Kent County Council last month. 

The £25,000 received from Bristol City 
last month as part of striker John Akinde’s 
move from Stonebridge Road will not be 
used in the bid.

I AM aware of the speculation 
which has surrounded my 
name during the past few 
weeks - particularly that 
Surrey might be interested in 
trying to sign me - but there 
really is nothing I can say 
about that at the minute. 

Rumours and speculation have always 
been a part of county cricket, so this sort of 
thing is nothing new. I am under contract 
with Kent and fully committed to what we 
are trying to achieve. 

My whole focus at the moment is on 
trying to make sure that we win promotion 
back to Division One of the County 
Championship because there is no way 
that a county like Kent should be in the 
second division. 

I am taking nothing for granted until it 
is mathematically certain that we are up. I 
remember only too well what happened in 
the final weeks of last season. 

We went from trying to win three compe¬ 
titions to losing in two cup finals and end¬ 
ing up getting relegated when, a fortnight 
or so earlier, we could even have challenged 
Durham for the title. 

J ust like last year, we’ve found the 
last few weeks of the season diffi¬ 
cult because of wear and tear 
injuries to our faster bowlers. Our 
squad is being tested to the full again and 
players like Simon Cook and Amjad Khan 
have performed brilliantly in terms of the 
number of extra overs they have been 
forced to bowl. 

This year, fortunately, we have been able 
to use the NatWest Pro40 League to blood 
quite a number of younger players, and 
they have responded well to this challenge. 

Importantly, it has also allowed some of 
the more senior players to have the odd 
day off to be at their best during the impor¬ 
tant Championship run-in. 

I have been very pleased, overall, with 
the way we have responded to the bitter 
disappointment and frustration of being 
relegated last season. 

We have won a lot of games and, 
despite the injuries to key bowlers like 
Robbie Joseph and Ryan McLaren, we 
have kept going. 

Sam Northeast and Alex Blake are two 
young players who have really enhanced 
their reputations in recent weeks, which 



/ 
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is excellent news for the immediate future 
of the club. 

Blake has shown he has the shots and 
the ability to dominate county attacks. 
Importantly, as with Sam, he has shown he 
knows how to score runs - how to put an 
innings together and organise himself at 
the crease. 

Joe Denl/s selection for the England one- 
day squad has also given Sam some addi¬ 
tional opportunities to open the innings 
with myself in Championship cricket. 

He will end up playing perhaps 10 or so 
Championship games this summer which 
will really go a long way to aiding his 
development as a first-class cricketer. 

It is sometimes difficult to find opportuni¬ 
ties for younger players, especially in 
Championship cricket when the major 
ambition for this season was to make sure of

promotion. Phil Edwards is another young 
player who has had Championship experi¬ 
ence because of injuries - and done well - 
while Paul Dixey and James Goodman have 
benefited from Pro40 exposure. 

In the same way Joe Denly learned very 
quickly from his mistakes and graduated 
quickly to the international stage, it is vital 
these young players also use the first team 
experience to advance their games. 

F rom my perspective, what I always 
tell the young players is they are 
not simply there to make up the 
numbers; they must approach 
games with the belief and the desire to 
help win games for Kent. 

As for my own cricket, I was pleased 
last week - during the Championship 
match against Middlesex at Uxbridge - 
to pass 1,000 Championship runs for 
the season. Considering my early-season 
struggle for runs, it has been a good effort. 

I was disappointed indeed not to win 
selection for the final Ashes Test at the 
Oval, especially given the big media push 
for my inclusion and because I have been 
batting well, but national selector Geoff 
Miller has simply told me that I just have 
to keep on scoring runs. 

The winter tour squad for South Africa 
is announced at the end of this month, and 
if England want to take a third opener as 
part of their batting strength then I would 
hope to have a good chance of winning 
that place.

Youngsters 
get chance 
to impress 

KENT will give their young players a final 
chance to impress before the club make the 
final decision on who will get contracts for 
next season. 

A combination of injuries and international 
call-ups to the first team has seen a number of 
talented prospects given a chance this season. 

The club have also opted to field a largely 
experimental line-up in the Pro40 competi¬ 
tion, which ends after this season. Players 
such as Sam Northeast, Alex Blake, Matt 
Coles and Paul Dixey - all 21 or under - have 
been regulars in a side which tops Pro40’s 
Division Two. 

They face Warwickshire at Canterbury this 
afternoon in their penultimate game in the 
competition. 

Phil Relf, Kent’s Academy director, told 
Kent on Sunday contracts for 2010 are still up 
in the air. 

“There are still a few decisions to be made, 
although we’ve pretty much made our mind 
up over the majority of them,” he said. ‘With 
two Pro40 games left we’re going to see more 
of the younger players and that gives us a 
chance to be completely sure about them.” 

While stressing the importance of not believ¬ 
ing the hype after a handful of good displays, 
Relf is delighted with the way several players 
have made the step up. 

He said: “They’ve played in front of bigger 
crowds than they will have done before. 

“A couple of games have been on television 
so that adds a bit of extra pressure, a couple 
under lights - all of these things are good. 
They have actually performed well in some 
tight games.” 

The players will have an added incentive to 
impress in the final fortnight of the season, 
with new head coach Paul Farbrace expected 
to return from Sri Lanka next week.

TWO Kent drivers are hoping 
stints as test drivers will make 
them serious contenders for one 
of six new drives in Formula One 
next season. 

With three new teams joining the champi¬ 
onship next year, it will be the biggest grid 
for 15 years, meaning more opportunities 
than usual. 

The motorsport governing body, the FIA, 
announced in June that newly-formed 
teams Manor FI, Campos FI and USF1 will 
all have a place on the 2010 grid. 

Bromley’s Gary Paffett and Sevenoaks’ 
Mike Conway have been linked to Formula 
One seats in the past. The expanded field 
has given both renewed hope of breaking 
into the pinnacle of motor racing by taking 
one of the new seats. 

Paffett was heavily linked with a drive for 
Force India this season. He will almost 
certainly be considered by the new teams 
after four years as a test driver at McLaren, 
when he played in a role in developing the 
car which took Lewis Hamilton 
to the 2008 drivers’ title. ^ 

The 28-year-old told Kent 
on Sunday he is actively 
looking into Formula One 
opportunities for next 
season. 

“It is every driver’s 
dream to be racing in 
Formula One,” he 
said. “I’ve been test¬ 
ing for McLaren for 
a number of years 
now and that is

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going very well. I have enjoyed 
helping the team and Lewis win¬ 
ning the world championship. 

“Obviously with the opportuni¬ 
ties available for next season we 
are going to be looking into 
what we can do. If I am honest 
it would have to be something 
special to take me away 
from McLaren.” 

Conway is another driver 
likely to be linked to the 
new teams. The 25-year- 
old has been on the fringes 
of Formula One for some 
time and spent two years 
as Honda’s test driver 
alongside this year’s 
championship leader 
Jenson Button. 

Conway has been ply¬ 
ing his trade in 


Indycar, America’s premier single-seater 
series, this season. Despite a slow start to 
the year, he has shown glimpses of genuine 
pace, including a third place finish at the 
Grand Prix of Sonoma in California last 
month. 

But although the chances of a drive in 
Formula One have increased for Conway 
next season, the former British Formula 3 
champion is not confident he will be on the 
FI grid for 2010. 

He said: “As far as next year goes we are 
working on it and Indycar is where I want to 
be. I know there are Formula One slots 
opening up at the moment, but to be honest 
I don’t think it’s realistic for me to deserve a 
seat there right now. Obviously if something 
came up I would jump at the chance, but I 
can’t see it happening.” 

The pair will not have long to wait, with 
teams typically finalising their line-ups by 
December. 


Look who’s Beck in Town 


TEDDY Sheringham will come 
out of retirement next weekend 
after signing up for Beckenham 
Town’s FA Vase campaign. 

The Kent League side have 
been working on the transfer 
coup ever since the 43-year-old 
former England international 
played a charity game at Town’s 
Eden Park Avenue this summer. 

Sheringham is friends with 
Becks chairman Chris McCarthy 
and secretary Peter Palmer, who 
told Kent on Sunday everyone 
at the club was delighted with 
the news. 

“It’s the biggest signing, no 
one at this standard could have 
signed an England internation¬ 
al who could still play at a 


decent level,” he said. “In May 
Teddy said he was interested 
and we eventually got him on 
the golf course on Tuesday and 
he signed.” 

Sheringham, who made more 
than 900 appearances in a dis¬ 
tinguished club career, initially 
intended to play in Beckenham’s 
first round Vase tie last week¬ 
end. He was unavailable due to 
television commitments, but 
kept in contact with McCarthy 
during the 6-1 win against 
Wealden. 

He is expected to train with 
the squad this week ahead of 
the second qualifying round tie 
against Banstead Athletic next 
Saturday. 


Beckenham are hoping 
Sheringham’s first competitive 
appearance in more than a year 
will have a lasting legacy. 

With an expected attendance 
seven or eight times their aver¬ 
age league gate of 97, the extra 
money will go towards complet¬ 
ing a £25,000, 150-seater stand 
as part of a plan to make the 
ground eligible for higher levels 
of football. 

The veteran, who will play for 
nothing, could make more than 
a one-off appearance. He has 
signed up for the club’s FA Vase 
campaign which would be eight 
more rounds if they got to the 
Wembley final, while he is also 
eligible to play in league games.
